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ie performances of the Congressional committee in- 
gating the conduct of the war in the Philippines 
il those of the famous smelling committee we had 
ng our civil strife, known as the “Congressional 
‘mittee on the Conduct of the War,” whose infinite 
.city for mischief found a record at the close of the 
in our enormous list of killed and wounded, in our 
ense national debt, and in an endless pension roll 
‘+h continues with us and has hardly yet reached its 
maximum. ‘The Congressmen threw the doors of their 
mittee room wide open to every Army liar with a 
vance, to ambitious subordinates anxious to show how 
erior they were to those who commanded them, to the 
philanthropists with superheated consciences, and to mis- 
chief makers of every kind and degree. All of these 
hastened to Washington, on the summons of the Con- 
eressmen, to the tune of Julia Ward Howe's “be jubilant, 
my feet.’” T’wo private soldiers from the picket line 
solemnly swore t at they saw the officer commanding the 
division ther belonged to going into the enemy’s line 
without a flag of truce and returning with his arms full 
of sealed documents, and the officer in question was ac- 
tually compelled to deny on oath this story, whose absurd- 
as well as falsehood he was fortunately able to 
demonstrate even to a Congressman. And “Fighting 
Joe Hooker,” with others, was able to prove to his own 
satisfaction, and apparently to that of the committee, 
that all that was required to give us victory was to put 
him in command—a delusion which prevailed until the 
dismal day at Chancellorsville showed how much easier 
t is to eriticise than to accomplish. The extraordinary 
ories that were caught up and circulated outside of tue 
committee room by the Edward Atkinsons of that day 
are simply beyond belief. General McDowell, who never 
» all of his life drank a drop of anything stronger than 
vater or milk, and did not even know the taste of any 
pirituous liquor, was so thoroughly proven, in the pop- 
lar conceit, to be a drunkard that the best that those 
ho believed in him could do was to apologize for him. 
Vathetic stories were told of soldiers who, with their 
ving breath, denounced the drunken general who had 
d them to slaughter. These facts, and innumerable 
hers of the same nature, will be found in the report 
‘ the committee we refer to and in the newspapers of 
ie day. General Miles knows, and should be able to 
istruct the present investigating committee, that there 
re no more infernal liars than those found in the ranks 
f discharged soldiers; that no testimony is so untrust- 
orthy as that of men with a grievance. To base any con- 
usions adverse to our army, or to Army administration, 
1 such testimony as that thus far presented in the com- 
ittee room at Washington is an outrage upon justice 
id decency. No committing magistrate would hold a 
an on such testimony in his avsence, and the whole 
ivestigation, from beginning to end, is in violation of 
ie long established precedents of American adminis- 
ration of law, inasmuch as it condemns a man who is 
bsent, and has no opportunity to examine his accusers 
n person or by counsel. Instead of waiting to hear both 
ides of the case, and reserving judgment, we find men 
iigh in public position, ana with experience of long prac- 
tice at the bar, lending their voices to the outcry against 
sur soldiers based upon the testimony of private soldiers 
and a discredited applicant for a commission. 


-—— 
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Testimony presented to committees of Congress has 
brought out verv plainly the fact that the most direct 
and weighty responsibility for the war in the Philippines 
rests upon Congress itself. It was our Congressmen on 
both sides of the house who, with jubilant alacrity, hur- 
ried us into a war with Spain which our sailors and sol- 
diers did not want, and knew they were not prepared for, 


becatse Congress had shamefully neglected its duty 
toward the Army especially. It was the Senators who 
ratified the treaty that threw the Philippines on to our 
hands, and it is the past and present neglect of Congress 
to determine on any definite line of action in the Philip- 
pines that has complicated the situation. In a speech 
made in the House of Representatives by Hon. John W. 
Gaines, of Tennessee, who last summer visited the Phil- 
ippines, he quoted from an interview with General Otis 
in which that officer said that the difficulty in the Puil- 
ippines from the first had been that the people there 
“have never known what was going to be the ultimate 
disposition of them, and what they feared was that they 
would become slaves or vassals.”” The assurance they 
require can only be given to them by Congress, and all 
that it is in the power of our Army to do is to maintain 
order and sacrifice their comfort and their lives to an 
imperious public necessity, while Congress scolds and 
debates, debates and scolds. Congress should either take 
the work off their hands or leave them to manage it 
according to their best judgment as to what the situation 
requires. Under Army regulations and orders our officers 
and men are held to sufficient responsibility without 
being subject to constant nagging by these dealers in 
words and makers of resounding phrases who were never 
in their lives brought up against a definite situation that 
required prompt executive action. It would have been 
an excellent thing to have sent a committee of Con- 
gressmen to the Philippines a year or two ago, provided 
they had been subjected to precisely the some conditions 
as our soldiers, and so learned by actual experience what 
Army conditions are. Thanks to the energy, activity 
and self-sacrifice of officers who are now being stoned 
conditions have changed and the criticisms and complaints 
presented to Congress relate to past events. We are 
glad to see the Senate committee draw the line at Ed- 
ward Atkinson who, if he were capable of telling the 
truth, could testify to nothing but opinions, of which 
he has a large and varied assortment which can be had 
by the bale at any junk shop at half a cent a pound, 
and are dear at that price. If the committee had per- 
mitted Atkinson to testify it could not consistently have 
refused to hear the wnole, bunch of squeaky “anti-impe- 
rialists.” Possibly it might have been well, however, if 
they had done so. By the time they had finished with 
them they would have been in a state of collapse which 
would have given them a better appreciation of the con- 
dition of our soldiers after hiking over the rice fields 
in the sun and rain after the elusive Filipino. 

Don’t talk! That was Grant’s rule, and it is the 
rule of other leaders who have triumphed in war and 
politics. There is safety in silence and peril in volu- 
bility. Polonius gave priceless counsel when he warned 
his son to give all men his ear, but his thoughts ‘no 
tongue. The principle is a wise one to follow in any 
vocation, and its value in the military professon is so 





“ great that it might properly be printed in letters of red 


in the Army Regulations. For unfortunately there are 
signs in various quarters that this wholesome rule has 
been violated in several instances, with present or pros- 
pective embarrassment to individual officers and to the 
detriment of the Service in general. It is needless to 
particularize. ‘the personal equation may be set aside 
altogether. Our observations are entirely general in 
character. Yet it is notoriously true that officers both 
here and in the Philippines have in voluntary utterances, 
either spoken or written, reflected ungenerously upon 
their brethren in arms. This is unprofessional, un- 
wise, unjust, and subversive of discipline. Of course 
every officer has a right to his own opinions, but experi- 
ence has shown that tne tighter he holds them until 
called for the better. The art of keeping still is one 
of the prime essentials of a soldier’s training, and if 
from present dissensions those concerned derive a 
broader understanding of the military value of silence it 
will be worth more than the cost. The whole lesson is 
summed up in the words of a philosopher who knew his 
business. 


“In all your walks 

And all your talks 

Of these five things take care— 
Of whom you speak, 

To whom you spéak, 

And how, and when and where.”

In view of the remarkable sanitary reforms accom- 
plished in Havana by Major William ©. Gorgas, Med. 
Dept., U.S.A., Chief Health Officer of that city, the 
order retaining him at that station to continue his in- 
vestigation as to yellow fever will be universally cam- 
mended. The work already performed in Havana by 
Major Gorgas is a boon to humanity. He has demon- 
strated that yellow fever is communicated only by cer- 
tain varieties of mosquitoes, that with the destruction of 
those insects the disease disappears and that the vigilant 
enforcement of simple precautionary measures will ren- 
der yellow fever epidemics virtually impossible. Major 
Gorgas has made a practical application of his theory to 
conditions in Havana and the result is that the city is 
free of yellow fever for the first time in three centuries. 
In addition to this he has taught the people the value of 
cleanliness, and so thoroughly has the lesson been en- 
forced that Havana is to-day a wholesome, attractive, 
comfortable city with less disease and better general 





health conditions than ever before. If nothing else had 
been accomplished by the American occupation of Cuba 
the conquest of yellow fever by the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Army would alone be worth all the cam- 
paign has cost in life and money. 








Adjutant General Corbin in a communication to Major 
General Chaffee relative to naturalization papers says: 
“I have the honor to inform you that several cases in 
which enlisted men, born in foreign countries and not 
naturalized, have been examined for appointment as 
2d lieutenants have been called to the attention of the 
Secretary of War, and that he directs that special in- 
structions be given that no examining board shall in the 
future ‘make any exception to the law (Act of July 30, 
1892), in the examination of any enlisted man appearing 
for competition. The law requires that at the time of 
the examination the candidate must be a citizen of the 
United States. The declaration of his intention does not 
constitute citizenship. The Department has been se 
riously embarrassed in the several instances referred to 
by appointing enlisted men as 2d lieutenants on tele- 
graphic reports that they had passed the required exami- 
nation, only to learn, upon the receipt or the examination 
papers, that the question of citizenship had not been 
determined by the board or that the fact was definitely 
shown that the man was not a citizen of the United 
States at the time of the examination. The Secretary 
desires that in the future such contingencies should be 
guarded against, as the only method of applying the law 
seems to be for the Department to refuse to nominate 
a man already holding an appointment as lieutenant upon 
learning that he is not a citizen.”

If the Government of Colombia had decided to do its 
utmost to prevent the selection of the Panama route 
for the isthmian canal, it could hardly have devised any- 
thing more likely to accomplish its purpose than the 
protocol which it has submitted to the authorities at 
Washington. Colombia proposes not only that the 
United States shall pay rent at.the rate of $500,000 a 
year for the right to build and operate the canal, but 
that $7,000,000, or fourteen years’ rent, shall be paid 
in cash in advance, with an understanding that at the 
end of that period a new rental appraisement shall be 
made, to be determined by arbitration if the two Gov- 
ernments cannot agrec. It is also the desire of Colombia 
that there shall be a joint administration of the canal 
belt, beginning with a joint commission and followed by 
mixed tribunals for administering justice, their processes 
to be executed by a constabulary representing both na- 
tions. To assume that the United States would enter 
upon a colossal project involving an outlay of $100,000,- 
000 or more on terms that would make the question of 
control subject to revision at the end of fourteen years 
is preposterous. If there is a bargain it must be a sale, 
absolute and outright, with a grant in perpetuity of the 
land required for the enterprise. 





Brig. Gen. Jacob H. Smith, U.S.A., who has returned 
from Samar to Manila for trial by court martial on 
charges of conduct prejudicial to good order and disci- 
pline, in speaking of the orders received at Manila for 
an inquiry into the general conduct of the war in Samar. 
states that both the officers and men of the American 
Army in that island had to face insurmountable diffi- 
culties; that the nardships they encountered were almost 
unbearable, and that the treachery of the natives of the 
island is unequaled in the history of warfare. He says 
that the American soldiers acted, in the circumstances, 
with the greatest forbearance shown in the war in the 
Philippines. General Smith expresses doubt whether 
troops of any other nation in the world would or could 
have acted in the circumstances in Samar as well as did 
the Americans. 
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The Army and Navy Club of Washington finds itself 
in such prosperous condition that its Board of Governors 
has decided to ask the members of the club to authorize 
an increase in its indebtedness by a considerable sum, 
which is to be devoted to a much needed increase in 
accomodations for non-resident members. The indebted- 
ness of the club has been much reduced during the past 
ten years, to $52,847, and during the past six years the 
annual excess of receipts over expenditures has been 
more than sufficient to pay the interest on the debt 
which it now proposes to assume. The new debt is to 
be devoted entirely to the erection of an addition, which 
will contain twenty additional club chambers and.a 
billiard room, which should be self supporting. By the 
purchase of an adjoining lot, 50 by 120 feet, enough land 
will be secured to cover all future needs of the club. 


Col. James Forney, U.S.M.C., commanding the Marine 
Brigade in the Philippine Islands, with headquarters at 
Cavite, has been on a tour of inspection of the various 
posts of his command, including Bacoor, Paranque, Las 
Pinas, Oavite Viejo, Novaleta, Rosario, and notably 
the post at Olongapo which is destined to be the princi- 
pal naval station of the Philippine Islands. The result 
of his trip has been most gratifying, everything being 
found in good order and the marines in excellent con- 
dition. On the Ist of April he started on a tour of in- 
spection, this time taking in Olongapo, Subig, Isabela 
and Polok, the latter station on the Island of Mindanao 
which is the southernmost island of the Philippine group. 
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A measure was passed by both houses of Congress at 
its session in 1901 for the appointment of an international 
commission of four persons from each country to exam- 
ine into and report upon the conditions and uses of the 
waters adjacent to the boundary line between the United 
States and Canada and the effect of their diversion from 
their natural channels. As the measure was inserted in 
the River and Harbor Bill, it fell with that bill in the 
Senate session of 1901. It was again introduced by 
Senator Platt of New York at the present session of 
Congress, and inserted in the House River and Harbor 
Bill, which has just passed the House, changed so as 
that “The President is authorized to appoint the United 
States members of such commission, one of whom shall 
be an Army engineer, one a civil engineer well versed 
in the hydraulics of the Great Lakes, and one a lawyer 
of experience in international and riparian law.” The 
Commissioners of the State Reservation at Niagara have 
in their reports repeatedly urged the appointment of such 
a commission. Its importance for the preservation of 
the integrity of the Falls and of the interests of Lake 
commerce and navigation is potent. There are eight 
corporations authorized by the State of New York to 
take water for industrial purposes above the Falls, and 
many schemes for diverting the waters that naturally 
reach the Falls all along the Lakes, notably the Chicago 
Drainage Canal, that takes from the lake 600,000 cubic 
feet of water a minute that would otherwise reach the 
Falls. This action on the part of Congress has been 
prompted by Hon. Andrew H. Green of New York, who 
for eighteen years, and from the time of the acquisition of 
the State Reservation at Niagara Falls, has been on the 
commision in charge of that reservation, and for most 
of that period its president. It would scarcely be possible 
that during all that time one in that responsible position 
should fail to look with apprehension upon the various 
schemes to divert the waters of the Niagara River for 
the operation of factories for individual profit, and the 
many enterprises existing and proposed all along the 
Lakes, the establishment of which will divert these 
waters from their natural channels, such, for example, 
as the Chicago Drainage Canal and the proposed 
canal from Georgian Bay to the Ottawa River, nct to 
name many other diversions existing or proposed. Not 
only are these schemes a menace to the integrity of the 
Falls at Niagara, ‘but to the immense interests of navi- 
gation and commerce of the Lakes. The Falls of Niagara 
are annually visited by half a million of people from all 
parts of the world; to impair the sublimity of this unique 
spectacle would be a crime against civilization and a posi- 
tive and an immense loss to the interests of the State 
of New York. It is understood that this subject has 
awakened interest in Canada, and that a ready response 
will probably be given to a proposition for negotiations 
with reference to the channels affected, and it is be- 
lieved that agreements can be reached which will solve 
this problem in a manner for the mutual interest of 
both countries. This section also contains a provision 
for an investigation of the desirability of locating a dam 
at the outlet of Lake Erie. 
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When the Military Academy Appropriation bill was . 


under consideration by the House Committee, Colonel Mills 
was asked whether he would favor such changes in the 
law as would require the chaplain to perform such duties 
as might be assigned to him as an instructor. Colonel 
Mills replied: “Of course I could not advocate the 
change suggested without the authority of the War 
Department. The chaplain who is at the Military Acad- 
emy now, Mr. Shipman, is a very excellent man. I 
doubt whether there has ever been another chaplain 
there who has come so close to the cadets, and who infiu- 
ences them for good as much as he does. He is now 
serving his second appointment.” Prior to the change 
six or seven years ago, the chaplain was professor of 
ethies and history. The change was made on the recom- 
mendation of the War Department, following the recom- 
mendation of the authorities of the Military Academy, 
the object being to give the chaplain more time to attend 
to his strictly clerical duties. As to the comparative 
duties of a chaplain at a post like West Point and those 
of a chaplain of the Army, Colonel Mills said: ‘There 
is hardly any comparison as to the amount of work done. 
That is, the amount of work done at the Military Acad- 
emy is far greater than that at any Army post. For 
example, the chaplain of the Academy has two services 
every Sunday and has morning service immediately after 
breakfast everv morning during a part o1 the year, and 
there are also services in connection with the Young 
Men's Christian Association.” 





Interesting testimony as to moral and political condi- 
tions in the Philippines has been submitted to the Senate 
Committee in a report by Mr. A. Lester Hazlett, who 
was sent to the islands by the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union of Wisconsin to investigate the charges 
which have been made against our military administra- 
tion abroad. In justice to Mr. Hazlett it should be said at 
the outset that he is strongly opposed to the resumption 
of beer selling at Army canteens. To adopt that course, 
he declares, would be to step backward. As to Manila, 
-he says that in cleanliness, order and moral tone it chal- 
lenges comparison with our best cities of 400,000 popu- 
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lation. The health and morale of the Army, he con- 
tinues, were never better than they are to-day, for proof 
of which he refers to the records of the Medical Depart- 
ment and the hospitals. Speaking of the future of the 
islands, Mr. Hazlett uses his significant language: “I 
went to the islands an ardent anti-expansionist ; I return 
islands, Mr. Hazlett uses this significant language: “I 
frankly confess that I had a wrong idea of conditions in 
the Archipelago. I believed the people ready for self- 
government; now I know that while some of them are, 
the great mass of the people are not capable of it; but 
they will be, and that, perhaps, before a generation 
shall have passed. The Filipinos are fully as bright as 
the Japanese; they learn quickly, and are extremely 
anxious to acquire. The Philippine Archipelago will 
some day be a great commonwealth of States. We are 
laying foundations for a nation that may even outlast 
cur own. We owe it to the future, to the unborn citizen 
of this coming republic, that we lay well the cornerstone 
of the superstructure. There is a strong and influential 
peace party among the natives, and the antipathy to 
American rule has been greatly exaggerated.” 
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A non-commissionéd officer stationed in New York 
harbor writing concerning the criticism of the fit and 
looks of the enlisted men’s uniforms says: “One of the 
principal reasons‘ for this is that at present time tailors 
are becoming very scarce in the Service, even here in 
New York harbor. Many of the companies have no 
company tailors to alter their clothing and some of the 
companies have civilian tailors who do not, as a rule, 
understand cutting uniform clothing and whose prices 
and patterns are their own. Could not the present board 
of clothing and equipment now in session arrange a 
system something like the English method, viz., a post 
or regimental! tailorshop, with patterns alike and reason- 
able prices? It is now, in the large companies we have, al- 
most impossible for the recruit to get his clothing altered 
to fit him in the post, and is compelled to go to the town 
tailor where he is overcharged and his clothing is cut on 
civilian lines. It is not surprising that the English 
soldiers’ clothing looks so well; they have a fine system 
and a plenty of tailors in the regiment to fit them. Their 
regimental tailors go with them in the field also and 
keep their clothing in repair. We could at least give 
their system a trial. I am sure we of the enlisted 
branch would be grateful for a change from the present 
old methods and a change of this kind would be of more 
advantage to us than a change of design or trimmings, 
as ready to wear clothing will always, as a rule, require 
some alteration to make it fit.” 





The transport Thomas, which brings home the famous

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Mr. EF. H. McHenry, formerly chief engineer for the 
Northern Pacific Railway Company, who was a returning 
passenger from the Orient by the steamship Victoria 
a few days ago, has made the following statement in 
regard to conditions at present prevailing at Manila: 
“It is more difficult to get into and out of Manila than 
it is to vurglarize a jail, while Hong Kong, China, is as 
free as the grace of God. A traveler entering the port 
is inspected, his baggage inspected, delayed and rein- 
spected, all his effects overhauled and all sorts of red tape 
gone through with. And the same thing follows upon 
trving to leave the island when passports and personal 
permits must be obtained. The whole trouble is caused 
by the rigid enforcement of the old Spanish laws, de- 
cadent and obsolete until the arrival of the Americans. 
The Spanish laws were harsh and tyrannical, but were 
not enforced and the merchant could always get his 
goods through in a reasonable length of time by greasing 
the officials. Now, with honest officials, and a rigid 
enforcement of the cumbersome systems of laws and red 
tape, the principal effect of the changed administration 
seems to have been to make it harder to do business in 
the islands than ever before. It is not the fault of the 





Americ: Army officials, how. .r, as they are but acting 
up to their instructions. A more capable and harder 
worked set of officials could not be found anywhere. 
There are not nearly enough of them to handle the busi- 
ness under the red tape system and they work day ang 
night, and all the time, but to no good results. The sys. 
tem is at fault, and not the men.” 
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We find that there is some apprehension on the part 
of officers of the National Guard lest they should be 
deprived of their allotment under the Dick bill “to pro. 
mote the efficiency of the militia” by a strict interpreta. 
tion of Section 3 of the bill, which provides that “the 
organization, armament. and discipline of the organized 
militia in the several States and Territories and in the 
District of Columbia shall be the same as that which is 
now or may be hereafter prescribed for the Regulars and 
Volunteers of the United States.” It is trought that this 
would require the States to have a corps of artillery and 
full regiments of three battalions each, as the Revular 
Army has. It is proposed to add to the end of the 
paragraph quoted the words “when ordered on duty by 
the President of the United States.” But this does not 
seem to us to meet the case, for how can the auditor 
know, when paying a State its allotment, whether its 
troops will conform to the requirement when ordered 
on duty by the President of the United States. It seoms 
to us that a better way to meet the difficulty will be to 
alter the paragraph to read as follows: “The organiza- 
tion, armament, and discipline of the several organiza- 
tions of the organized militia in the different States and 
Territories and in the District of Columbia shall be the 
same as that which is now or may hereafter be pre- 
scribed for corresponding organizations of the Regular 
and Volunteer Armies of the United States.” 








While there has been no settlement of the question as 
to which of the Old World Powers it was that prevented 
European intervention in behalf of Spain at the out- 
break of the Spanish-American War, it appears that the 
Spanish themselves regard England as the guilty nation. 
This is shown by the fact that the Spanish press in gen- 
eral is strongly anti-British in tone and sentiment and it 
is illustrated by the ill-feeling manifest at Spanish sea- 
ports against the sailors of British warships. Time was 
when both officers and men of the British squadrons were 
heartily welcomed ashore at Spanish seacoast towns and 
everything was done to make their visits enjoyable. But 
within the last three years things have changed, so much 
so indeed that when the British Channel Squadron 
visited Corunna two weeks ago the demonstrations ot 
Spanish ill-feeling against the enlisted men who were 
given shore leave became so marked that the commander 
took his ship away to sea several days sooner than he 
had first intended. 
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General Lukban, the recently captured commander of 
the insurgent forces in Samar, has written the follow- 
ing letter to his brother which is reproduced in Libertas, 
a Spanish paper published in Manila: “My dear brother: 
I inform you that I was captured and made prisoner the 
18th of February between 3 and 4 o’clock in the evening 
with my adjutant, without having any fight, wherefore 
I have to lament for no suffering or bloodshed. From the 
first moment we have been well and respectfully treated 
by our captors, and supplied with all kinds of comforts 
as much on the way to prison as in it. To-day, more 
than ever I am convinced that to fight against contrary 
fortune, bravery and human wisdom are nothing. It is 
not strange to me now, for I believe that it is a natural 
consequence of the things that this world holds first and 
final. From my capture I date the termination of my 
military career.” 
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It is fortunate for national interests that the drastic 
Chinese exclusion act proposed by representatives from 
the Pacific Coast has been defeated in the Senate and 
that the milder provisions of the existing law have been 
affirmed and extended so as to apply to all insular ter- 
ritory under the jurisdiction of the United States. The 
original bill was extremely harsh and intolerant, and the 
effect of its adoption would have been to impair if not 
destroy American influence in China, where it seems 
destined to serve as a powerful and beneficient force in 
the future movements of commerce and statecraft. Hav- 
ng virtually assumed the role of defender and guarantor 
of China's territorial integrity, the United States can- 
not graciously or consistently enforce the policy of ex- 
clusion against the Chinese more generally than it has 
done heretofore. 
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During debate on a pension bill in the House last week. 
Mr. Stark gave some figures from the last report of the 
Commissioner of Pensions, showing that there are 370.- 
037 claims of all kinds pending, arising from the Civ'! 
War: 24,206 are claims for accrued pensions, 6,- 
577 are claims filed by soldiers who have since 
died, 11,798 have never been adjudicated, 32,520 are re- 
jected claims, 41,399 are claims for new disabilities, and 
298,534 are claims for increase, making a total of 355,034, 
and 15,203 unclassified. There are 33,532 pending claims 
on account of the war with Spain in addition to the above. 
Mr. Stark said that he favored a general service pension 
bill, giving $12 per month to each survivor of the Civi! 
War, which would require $33,051,456 to pay the 229,524 
zurvivors not yet pensioned. 
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With the recent promotions and retirements of colonels 
advanced the the grade of brigadier general, many pro- 
motions of officers in lower grades have occurred. It is 
the intention of the Administration, as we have before 
stated, to continue this process of promoting officers 
with Civil War records and it is safe to state that at 
least all of the colonels who served in the Civil War who 
are willing to be advanced and retired in this manner will 
have the opportunity.

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Secretary Long realizes that there is no hope for the 
success of his scheme to consolidate the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, the Bureau of Equipment and tue Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts of the Navy Department, and has 
accepted the situation with his usual good grace. This 
fact developed in the course of his recent statement before 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs when the chair- 
man stated that some members of the committee were in 
doubt as to whether the maintenance of naval colliers 
should be assigned to the Bureau of Navigation or to the 
Bureau of Equipment. The Secretary replied: “I feel 
very clearly that it is not desirable to put the colliers 
under the Bureau of Equipment, as that is really making 
two Bureaus of Navigation. I would have all the ships 
under one bureau. To transfer the colliers to equip- 
ment really tends toward that diffusion of duties which I 
have always opposed. I want to concentrate as much 
as | can. It is true that to-day with these ten or more 
colliers the crews and captains are civilians. But just 
us soon as we can get more officers (and you are giving 
us more officers) we can put naval officers in command. 
Naval officers ought to command them. During the war 
they were commanded by naval officers.” Speaking of his 
efforts to effect a consolidation Secretary Long said: 
“| have tried every year up to this year, when I have 
abandoned the attempt simply because I can not carry it 
through, to consolidate three of our bureaus which, I be- 
lieve, could perfectly well be consolidated. I think most 
of you differ from me in that respect, but it leads to a 
triple expense. However, it is not worth while to refer 
to this matter, because I am overruled by the committee 
and also resisted by the bureau officers who do not give 
) their jurisdiction. It is not only tne case of the tail 
Wagging the dog, but three tails wagging the dog.” 
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in military circles, as well as among other persons 
familiar with the exact methods which control official 
communications between Army officers and the Govern- 
ment, there is a general inability to understand the 
atiitude of Major Cornelius Gardener, Civil Governor 
of Tayabas province, Island of Luzon, whose report re- 
flecting on the military administration in the Philippines 
has proveked so much discussion in the Senate. Under 
the common mode of procedure, Major Gardener, if he 
had knowledge of overt acts on the pait nfficers and 
men, should have prepared formal charges against the 
offenders, giving names, dates and all information likely 
to aid in bringing the guilty ones to justice. The filing 


of such charges would have set the mechanism of au- 
thority in motion immediately. The accused would have 
been confronted with his accusers, the facts would have 
passed under judicial scrutiny and the truth vindicated 
in the light of law and justice. But Major Gardener 
took the opposite course. His report contains neither 
names nor dates, it does not specify a single act in viola- 
tion of law and contains no information whatever to 
show that the riehts of the Filipinos have been invaded. 
He makes vague general charges against the Army as a 
whole, but he offers not a scrap of evidence to substan- 
tiate them, nor does he indicate even in the remotest way 
where, with whom, or in reference to what form of 
criminal conduct the Government should institute an 
investigation. This report, we repeat, is distinctly un- 
military and unprofessional in character, method and sub- 
stance. It snould not and will not weigh in the estima- 
tion of a hair against the honor of any officer of the 
Army. We cheerfully extend to Major Gardener, how- 
ever, a larger measure of consideration than he has given 
to others. He has condemned the military administration 
of the islands in a formal report without giving it a 
chance to defend itself, whereas the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL declines to pass judgment upon him until he has 
had the amplest opportunity to explain this very remark- 
able document.

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs this week 
decided not to make any report this session upon S. 
1882, “to equalize the rank and pay of certain retired offi- 
cers of the Navy.” Few, if any, of the memebers of the 
committee favored the bill, and the vote against it was 
practically unanimous. The bill, it will be remembered, 
provides that any officer of the Navy who served during 
the Civil War and who was placed on the retired list 
prior, to the passage of the Personnel Act, shall be ad- 
vanced on the retired list to the next higher grade. The 
bill also gave to such officers the pay of the next higher 
grade from the date of the enactment of the Personnel 
Law. The adverse action of the committee was taken 
after a careful consideration of a letter of February 7, 
1902, from the Navy Department, showing just what 
effect the bill would have if it became a law. This letter 
gave the following as the number and rank of the officers 
who would be affected by its passage Rear admirals, 24; 
commodores, 7; captains, 6; commanders, 21; lieutenant 
commanders, 17; lieutenants, 19; lieutenants (junior 
grade), 2; medical officers with rank of commodore, 3; 
captain, 17; commander, 5; lieutenant commander, 3; 
lieutenant, 2; lieutenant (junior grade), 2; pay officers 
with rank of commodore, 2; captain, 7; commander, 4; 
lieutenant commander, 10; lieutenant, 1; engineers with 
rank of commodore, 9; captain, 17; commander, 13 ; lieu- 
tenant commander, 11; lieutenant, 26; lieutenant (junior 
grade), 18; chaplains, 4; professors of mathematics, 3. 
Total, 253. The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts re- 
ports that the additional expense for the first year on 
account of the increase in the rates of pay of the above 
enumerated officers would amount to the sum of $196,215, 
and that the retroactive pay from June 30, 1899, to 
January 1, 1902, the date of computation, would amount 
to $490,539, and the latter bureau further suggests that 
as these officers die off, the yearly expense will be dimin- 
ished gradually. 
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There will be a great change in the administration of 
affairs at the Navy Department next week, when Secre- 
tary John D. Long will be succeeded as Secretary of the 
Navy by Representative William H. Mody of Massachu- 
setts, and Rear Admiral Crowninshield will be relieved 
as Chief of the Bureau of Navigation by Rear Admiral 
Henry C. Taylor. Upon leaving the Navy Department 
on May 1, Secretary Long will return to Boston and 
renew the practice of law. Admiral Crowninshield will 
go to New York and hoist his flag on the battleship 
Illinois, as commander-in-chief of the European station. 
The Illinois will be in perfect condition when she puts 
to sea. Rear Admiral Melville denies the rumor recently 
circulated that the vessel was very much out of repair 
and that her boilers had shown themselves to be poor. 
The chief engineer of the Illinois reports that the engines 
of the Illinois are in perfect condition. When Rear 
Admiral Taylor assumes charge of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation he will have as his assistants Commander Cowles 
and Lieutenant Commanders Winslow and Niblack. The 
last two named take the place of Lieutenants Ward and 
Webster, who have been assigned to staff duty on the 
Illinois. 
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Rear Admiral Silas Casey, U.S.N., Commander-in- 
Chief of the Pacific Station, has forwarded to the Navy 
Department a report of target practice by the gunners 
of the U.S.S. Wisconsin which shows some extraordinary 
results. At a range of 2,000 yards a rock projecting 
about forty feet out of the water was hit thirteen times 
out of seventeen with projectiles from the 13-inch guns, 
and a similar score was made with the 6-inch guns. To 
indicate the effects that this practice would produce in 
hostile action, a cross section of the U.S.S. Oregon upon 
which the shots were plotted shows that the vessel would 
have been destroyed had she been under the Wisconsin’s 
fire. The record of the Wisconsin’s target practice has 
so impressed Rear Admiral Arent 8. Crowninshield, late 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, that on his recom- 
mendation the Secretary of the Navy has sent to her 
commander, Capt. George C. Reiter, a letter of earnest 
commendation. The Secretary states that the Wiscon- 
sin’s record is the best that has been made by any of our 
warships in the last six months. fhe General Board, 








which is sitting in Washington, has under consideration 
a new scheme of target practice, which is to enter into 
effect beginning July 1. This plan contemplates addi- 
tional training at the guns for the men. Lieut. Comdr. 
A. P. Niblack, U.S.N., who has charge of target practice 
in the Navy, has recently installed new target ranges at 
the Naval Academy and reports that the cadets are mak- 
ing some extraordinary records with the 6-pounder 
‘rapid-fire naval rifle. The following records are sub- 
mitted as examples: The target, 16 by 20 feet in size, 
was placed at a distance of 1,100 yards and the rule was 
that only actual holes through te target should count 
in the score. Each competitor was allotted ninety sec- 
onds and was to fire as many times as possible in that 
period. Cadet H. G. S. Wallace fired twelve times and 
made seven hits; J. H. Blackburn fired thirteen times 
and made a clean score of thirteen hits; F. D. Hall fired 
sixteen times and made fifteen hits; G. W. Diman fired 
twenty times and made fifteen hits and C. Simmers, Jr., 
fired seventeen times and made eleven hits. The firing 
party operated under the direction of Lieut. A. E. Kal- 
bach, U.S.N., on board the U.S.S. Standish. 








President Roosevelt's action with regard to the court- 
martial which has assembled at Manila to try Brig. Gen. 
Jacob H. Smith, U.S.A., on charges of conduct preju- 
dicial to good order and discipline, is at once tactful and 
considerate. Under his original orders, this court-martial 
was appointed by Major General Chaffee, commanding 
the Division of the Philippines, and had the trial pro- 
ceeded under that arrangement the reviewing authority 
would have been vested in General Chaffee. To relieve 
him therefore of the embarrassment of having to review 
the proceedings of the trial of an officer who was under 
his command when the acts complained of are said to 
have been committed, the President has revoked the first 
order directing General Chaffee to name the members of 
the court, and has appointed the court on his own au- 
thority, naming exactly the same officers that had pre- 
viously been designated by General Chaffee. This ar- 
rangement, by vesting the President with the power of 
review, will transfer the case to Washington for final 
action, and it relieves General Chaffee of a responsibility 
from which he is doubtless glad to escape.

Secretary Shaw of the Treasury has issued an order 
which abolishes a good deal of red tape in the payment 
of Government checks and warrants. Heretofore the 
Government has insisted, through the Sub-Treasuries, 
that all Government checks and warrants, must not only 
be fully and completely indorsed in the regular way, but 
must also be accompanied by a certificate showing the 
authority of the indorser to so indorse the check. By the 
ruling of Secretary Shaw, Sub-Treasurers throughout 
the country will hereafter pay Government warrants and 
checks when indorsed and indorsement guaranteed by the 
banks presenting the same for payment. 
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It is unofficially stated at the Navy Department that 
notwithstanding the fact that Havana offers the best 
facilities for the establishment in Cuba of a naval station 
and coaling depot for this country, Guantanamo Bay has 
already been selected as the only site for a naval station, 
in deference to the sensibilities of the Cubans. This 
Government will not enter into negotiations for the neces- 
sary concessions for the naval station until after the 
establishment of the Cuban Government. Rear Admiral 
Bradford reported strongly in favor of Havana as offer- 
ing the best facilities for a naval station in the West 
Indies, but the Cubans are strongly opposed to having the 
United States establish a station at the captal city. The 
other coaling stations will probably be established at Nipe 
Bay and at Cienfuegos. ~ 








Major Gen. John R. Brooke, U.S.A., in the course of 
an address at the banquet of the Empire State Society 
of the Sons of the American Revolution on the evening 
of April 19, the one hundred and twenty-seventh anni- 
versary of the battle of Lexington, referred to the accusa- 
tions which have been made against the Army, and de- 
clared that the reports of foreign military officers had 
shown that the American soldiers were “guilty neither of 
loot in China nor brutality in the Philippines.” “The 
soldiers of 1898,” the general continued, “showed that 
they were recruited from the best blood in the land. 
Our soldier is a creditable man. We may well leave our 
fate in his hands.” 


The board, of which Rear Admiral H. C. Taylor, 
U.S.N., was senior member, set apart a site for a naval 
hospital at Charleston, 8.C., which is objected to by the 
Surgeon General of the Navy, as unhealthy and other- 
wise undesirable as it has no trees, is constantly exposed 
to the sun and winds, has a marsh on one side and the 
coaling station on the other. The Secretary of the Navy 
accordingly asks that $6,000 be added to the appropria- 
tion for a naval station at Charleston, to enable him to 
purchase a part of Chicora Park and other land for the 
naval hospital.

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OUR CAVALRY AT SALCEDO. 
(Special Correspondence.) 
H.Q. ist Squadron, 11th U.S. Cav., Salcedo, 
Samar, P.I., March 10, 1902. 

After many trials and tribulations we have at last 
reached our station at Salcedo, Samar—the Ist Squadron 
of the llth Cavalry, under the command of Major 
J. B. Hickey, formerly of the old 8th Cavalry, lately 
serving under the sunny skies of Cuba where he 
was military governor. The career of the 11th Cavalry 
since leaving San Francisco has been a checkered one. 
First the measles broke out several days after we were 
out of sight of land, attacking a large number of the 
men, but strange to say, although there was a medical 
inspection of the transport made every day by the 
officer of the day, police officer, ship’s captain, and 
one of the medical officers on board, yet Major Gresham 
was the only officer to take the disease. After our re- 
turn from Mariveles, the Quarantine Station, the 11th 


Cavalry went into camp at Pasay Barracks, near Manila, 
where we staid until the 16th of February, when orders 
were received for the squadron to take station at Tac- 
loban, Leyte, and Basay, Samar. So we embarked on the 
transport Lawton, arriving at Tacloban about Feb. 21, 
where much to our surprise orders were issued for the 
command to proceed to Salcedo, Samar. : s 

The Lawton took us to a little bay about eight miles 
from our destination, then anchored, awaiting the small 
steam lighter Whang, which soon put in an appearance 
and commenced to unload the Lawton of her troops and 
rations. It was found that the Whang could not get 
nearer the shore than two miles, when she also was com- 
pelled to find anchorage. This so complicated events 
that it was thought it would be impossible to unload and 
take station, but with untiring energy, Major Hickey, 
ably, assisted by Captain Clayton, transport quarter- 
master on boucd of the Lawton, finally decided to un- 
load by transferring al! the stores, rations and ammu- 
nition from the little Whang to the land on small-row 
boats. This necessitated an enormous amount of work, 
covering four days, both by the men and oificers. 

It was found that it was only possible to work two 
hours at midnight and two hours of the early morning, 
for the tide going out left a complete rampart of coral 
reefs between the small boats and the shore. No body 
of men could have worked harder or more cheerfully 
than the members of the 11th Cavalry, wading neck 
deep, beuring on their heads heavy boxes and bundles. 
But with it all, it was song, jest and laughter, when 
some of the less fortunate would take a tumble and go 
into water over their heads. This alone was not all, 
for at any moment a volley from _the insurgents might 
come from the adjacent shore, which was covered with 

ick underbrush, 
we the stores were all unloaded on the banks and a 
strong guard posted, a camp site was looked for, with the 
result that the former ground occupied by the town of 
Salcedo was selected. Salcedo before it was destroyed 
by our troops was a town of ten or twelve thousand 
people, or so éstimated. Many of the frames of the 
former houses were still standing, the wood of which 
served for fuel and bridges over the traps set for our 

yecial benefit. 
* Rain, rain, rain, water, water, everywhere, but none 
to drink. Morning, noon and night the rain poured 
down in torrents. It is no exaggeration to say it was 
knee deep with mud everywhere. Our cots would sink 
in it up to the cross pieces, with small rivulets of water 
pouring through the tents from every side, with no let 
up. There was not a single man in camp who was not 
wet to the skin twenty-four hours of the day, yet noth- 
ing seemed to “fease” the major; he was here, there and 
everywhere, and at all times his voice could be heard 
encouraging, ordering and advising. The officers slept 
in mud for the first few days or until they could put up 
shelter from the downpour, the same as the men, the 
advantage being with the men because they could put up 
eir shelter tents. 

OTe last evening before we all left the Whang a boat 
came out from the shore asking that the surgeon be 
permitted to land at once as some of the detachment of 
a company of native scouts, commanded | Lieut. A. 
E. Hendryx and Lieut. C. G. Clifton, who had a camp 
further up the valley, had been badly wounded by bolo- 
men during a hike that day and needed assistance. A 
small boat belonging to_the Whang was manned by a 
Filipino crew and Capt. James 8. Kennedy, assistant sur- 
geon, who is the surgeon of the Ist Squadron, put off in 
her to see what the trouble was. After rowing several 
miles along the coast expecting every — moment 
to hear a volley from our Filipino friends as 
a welcome to their shores, a_ light, shown for 
a moment then darkened again, was the sig- 
nal to put into Jand. There was found a de- 
tachment of two soldiers waiting to escort the medical 
officer to their camp, which seemed quite a distance 
inland, but camp was reached without any mishap. 

On a cot whose head was at least two feet above the 
foot, on a sloping hillside, was a soldier suffering greatly 
from a shattered right elbow, caused by the bullet of his 
ist sergeant. His elbow or his life was at stake. The 
detachment had been on a hike and, coming to a nipa 
shack, surrounded it. The soldier who was wounded 
and the sergeant attempted to enter the door, when an 
insurgent rushed out and grasping the rifle of the pri- 
vate commenced to carve him with his bolo. The ser- 
geant, not being near enough to give him the assistance 
needed, fired, the bullet killing the insurgent, going 
straight through his body, but unfortunately crushing 
the elbow of the soldier in its route. At the same time 
another insurgent rallied to the assistance of his com- 
rade, when the sergeant turned his gun loose on him, 
sending him to accompany the first. 

The policy of those in authority seems to be one of 
“pacification.” and under instructions Major Hickey 
caused to be written a letter to the Presidente, who is 
hiding somewhere in the high timber, offering protec- 
tion to those who would come in, surrender their bolos 
and rifles, and commence to build their houses. This 
was accepted by about forty former insurgents who are 


now at work building their nipa shacks. More 
are expected. The ruins of an immense con- 
vent and church remain. standing, giving some 


Idea of their former importance, while frames of 
several hundred houses stand to show the cruel art of 
war. The squadron covers three stations. Capt. J. T. 
Haines’s troop (Troop A) is at Quinapundan, while 
Capt. M. W. Rowell’s troop, D, is at Amagongon, one 
twelve miles from the headquarters, the other five. 

‘Lieut. T. B. Taylor is adiutant of the squadron 
located at Salcedo, with Capt. E. M. Leary commanding 
one troop and Lieut. F. P. Amos the other. Lieuts. G. 
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H. Baird and W. H. Westmoreland are the junior offi- 
cers. Although only here one week the major has 
already sent out three detachments on the hike. Lieu- 
tenant Westmoreland had the honor of being the first 
officer of the command to go on a hike, under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant Hendryx and his scouts. 

It is impossible to overestimate the splendid work per- 
formed by Lieutenant Hendryx and his junior in com- 
mand of the native scouts, Lieutenant Clifton. These 
two officers have taken turns in hiking, every other day, 
aud in consequence have driven the insurgents out of 
this part of the Island of Samar. To show how true 
this is we have only to state that a prisoner sent out to 
find the Presidente not only returned without delivering 
the letter but could not find his wife or child whom he 
intended to bring in with him. 

We are indeed in a state of war, and primitive war at 
that, and-as far as mails are concerned, might be in 
Kamtschatka as well as here. For the commanding offi- 
cer of the scouts informs us that he has not received 
any mail since December, nor have his native scouts been 
paid since last November. Yet he says that he never 
wants to command a better lot of soldiers. They never 
kick or growl about their rations and are exact in their 
obedience to orders. These scouts have shown unwaver- 
ing fidelity to the Americans at every opportunity, and 
are faithful, honest and reliable; scouting in advance of 
the detachment, discerning with eagle eye the covered 
traps which are innumerable, covering as they do both 
sides of the trail. Ingenious is no name for the way 
the traps are laid; first there will be a trap only partially 
covered with bamboo and leaves, the bottom having 
bamboo spikes sticking upright, sharpened to a needle’s 
point. This is intended to be discovered, so the soldier 
will step to the other side to avoid it; if he does down he 
goes into a second on the other side. A third covers the 
remaining side of the trail; the fourth, similar to the 
third and fifth, is a gun or bow trap protected from sight 
by the luxuriant underbrush, sprung by the soldier catch- 
ing his foot in a long root or fiber across the path. 
This is attached to a gun or a powerful bow and arrow. 
Sometimes it has sufficient force to send the arrow 
straight through the victim. They have still another 
kind of trap, manufactured by bending down a powerful 
sapling below the surface of the earth, covering it with 
leaves or grass. To the end of the sapling is fastened 
a piece of hard wood, having sharpened points standing 
up similar to a rake. This sets off the same as the bow 
and arrow, only it sweeps from-before backward and 
at the height of a man’s waist penetrating the body of 
the soldier to the depth of the rake prongs, tearing and 
wounding to a terrible degree. Sometimes these same 
gentlemen are “hoist by their own petard,” as occurred 
the other day when three of the insurgents started 
in to give themselves up. Only one was able to show up 
in any shape, the second remained to take care of the 
third, who fell into one of these very same traps set for 
us. The pointed bamboos penetrated the calf of his leg 
on one side, the hip of the other leg and two points en- 
tered his abdomen. Is it any wonder he did not show 
up in time? 

As for starving out the natives, it is all rot, for they 
have been accustomed to live off the country from baby- 
hood up. Camoties, or wild sweet potatoes, cocoanuts, 
bananas and other tropical fruits are to be gathered for 
the trouble of reaching out the hand, and in a few 
moments they will have quite a comfortable house plaited 
from nipa, which will shed rain like a duck’s back, and 
there you are, food and a house to live in. 

The major is determined not to be caught in the same 
predicament as when the insurgents massacred the 
soldiers of the 9th Infantry. He has had the under- 
brush cleared from around the camp for a distance of a 
couple of. hundred yards, so as to give ample room to 
shoot in case the insurgents try to rush the camp. 
Besides this he has given orders not to allow any natives 
in the camp proper, but has them all building their nipa 
shacks at the far end of our camp where they will 
always be under our eyes. Outposts are established at 
the four corners of the camp, consisting of three men 
with additional sentries stationed where they will do the 
most good in case of attack by day or night. No pre- 
caution learned by years of practical Indian experience 
and arduous tours of duty along the border is left undone, 
and when the opportunity occurs for the 1st squadron 
of the 11th Cavalry to show its metal, you are going to 
hear something drop hard. 

If the sun should happen to show itself for a moment 
every one hikes out of his tent to get a glance at the 
stranger—for it is nothing but rain, rain, rain. If it 
should stop raining during the night why it actually 
awakens one by its strangeness—it’s a fact. We have 
often heard of a watchman in a boiler factory awaken- 
ing when the usual noise stops, and now we are prepared 
to make affidavit to the fact.

ARMY OPPOSITION TO ARMY REFORM. 

Under this heading an Army man writes: “The old 
Army signs are reappearing. During the Spanish-Am- 
erican and Philippine wears, public interest in the Army 
awoke afier a sleep of a quarter of a century; the 
Army grew, throve and gave promise, with some reform, 
of being something commensurate in both size and 
worth with the country. The whole country knows 
now after the trial of war and the whole Army ad- 
mits that reform is needed. The time for it has come. 
But reform means changes the bare beginning of which, 
it seems, has aroused among many Army officers such 
bitter jealousies and opposition that every step, every 
measure of reform proposed by an able and conscientious 
Secretary of War, has been tripped or entirely blocked 
in its inception. His plan of rotation in the staff de- 
partments was, through opposition of staff officers, prac- 
tically defeated by being accepted in a modified, par- 
tial form which will delay its effective operation for 
twenty years. His idea of putting at the head of the 
different staff departments officers who will have suf- 
ficient energy and sufficient length of service left to 
put new methods in operation in their antiquated de- 
partments, has been rejected through Army jealousy 
and opposition. His proposition to create a modern 
General Stafi and his plan of reorganizing the supply 
deparements coherently, the one real idea that has 
emanated from the War Department in years, have 
gone the same road from the same cause—the jeal- 
ousies of officers who fear some personal loss in the 
changes proposed. His recommendation to Congress 
to retire with increased rank the few veteran officers 
of two wars still remaining in active service has been 
shelved through the selfish objections of some who, be- 
cause they were not included, cannot bear to see others 
receive the benefit. _Indeed but one of his measures, 
namely, the Army increase which gave promotion to 
all hands, has been allowed to pass. Even the list of 
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brevets for gallantry in Cuba and the Philippines, re. 
cently sent to the Senate, is being howled against ang 
probably jeopardized by some w would cut off all 
because they or others are not included, or have not 
received the fullest measure, last shade of credit 
which they think due; or, because others may have re. 
ceived credit which they think is not due. All this 
shows badly in spirit and judgment. The public is 
surprised and be sage is disgusted. The next stages 
are almost inevitably apathy, neglect, dislike, and final- 
ly that steady contempt and hostility shown the Army 
for twenty-five years before the Spanish-American War. 
Whose fault will be it be? 

“It is said that Senator Proctor is the head through 
which most of these measures are being opposed and 
defeated by Army officers. The whole Army ought to 
know Mr. Proctor. It has reason to remember him, 
Its discipline and morale have not yet recovered from 
his administration of the War Department which ended 
ten years ago. If it is he that is defeating Secre- 
tary Root’s earnest efforts for reform, then Mr. Proctor 
has succeeded in renewing his brand upon the Army 
for another ten years and this time it signifies 
worse and more enduring results than before. It 
seems incredible that there are Army officers who 
can so far forget what he did as Secretary of War as 
to make him their mentor _in military measures now.” 


THE ARMY OF MEXICO. 


Army reorganization in Mexico having been estab- 
lished on a basis providing a total peace strength of 
29,904, together with a first reserve of 28,000 and a 
second reserve of 150,000, it is now the purpose of the 
Mexican Government to equip the forces with rapid 
firing field guns, and with that object in view a commis- 
sion of army officers, headed by Col. Gilbertq Luna, 
is now in France supervising the construction of a con- 
siderable number of such pieces for which orders have 
been placed with the ordnance works at Creusot. It 
is stated that these officers are making a thorough 
study of the science of gun construction and will re- 
turn to their own country with a practical knowledge 
of the manufacture and handling of modern ordnance, 
In addition to these betterments of the Mexican mili- 
tary service, it is understood that the Government has 
in contemplation the erection of extensive powder works 
and factories for making rifles, in order that the army 
may be reasonably independent of foreign sources of 
supply in time of need. The expansion of the military 
establishment of Mexico is naturally a matter of real 
interest, not only to the United States, but to European 
observers as well, but that it has been made with a 
definite view to hostile operations, as certain foreign 
writers seem to believe, is merely a matter of pre- 
sumption. The Army and Navy Gazette, of London, re- 
marks that an interviewer, upon inquiring of the Mexi- 
can Consul General as to the power against which these 
preparations were directed, was diplomatically informed 
thrt “there is no true prosperity for a people without 
defenses.”” That reply; may mean anything or nothing 
at all, but conditions in Mexico warrant the belief 
that the increase of her army has been made more 
largely as a precaution against domestic emergencies 
than with a view to operations against any foreign 
nation. The fact is that the stability of Mexican in- 
stitutions is likely to be put to a supreme test when 
President Diaz retires from otlice. His long service 
at the head of the Government has held in check cer- 
tain internal rivalries and jealowsies which are almost 
certain to develop into angry polktical controversies as 
soon as he surrenders the reins to his successor, and 
it is not improbable that the enlargement of the mili- 
tary establishment is a wise plan of his own to make 
sure that the change of administration shall involve 
no peril to republican institutions. “The wise, liberal, 
progressive policy which President Diaz has invariably 
followed suggests this as the real explanation of the 
army increase and virtually precludes the theory that 
the enlargement was undertaken with a‘ view to hostile 
projects beyond the Mexican border. 
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NEWS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


The managers of a Spanish theatrical company that 
played an engagement in Manila last month announced 
on March 5 that Aguinaldo, the captive leader of the 
Filipinos, would take part in the perfomance on the 
evening of March 6. The flaring posters announcing this 
sensation were torn down by the police and the bill 
posters who put them up were arrested as were the 
managers of the company. The prisoners were afterward 
released on promise of good behavior. 

The Missouri Society of the Philippines gave a banquet 
at the American Club in Manila on the evening of 
March 15, the guests including the following officers, all 
of.the Army: Col. William P. Hall, Major John R. 
Hereford, Lieut. William F. Nesbitt, Lieut. Kenneth P. 
Williams, Capt. Frank D. Webster, Major Beecher B. 
Ray, Lieut. George H. Shields, Jr., and Lieut. Henry L. 
Harris, Jr. 

Mrs. Marix and Miss Marix, wife and daughter of 
Comdr. Adolph Marix, Captain of the Port of Manila, 
have left that city for a tour of Japan. 


Speaking of the departure of the Misses Page, 
daughters of Col. John H. Page, U.S.A., the Manila 
Freedom says: “With their leaving Manila loses two af 
its fairest and most popular young ladies. They have 
been over since their father’s regiment came three years 
ago. They leave behind a host of friends who wish 
them a safe and speedy return to the United States.”’

Malabang, the scene of the latest disturbance in the 
Philippine Islands is lovated on Ilana Bay, on the 
southwest coast of Mindanao, Province of Illana, about 
750 miles from Manila, 30 miles north of Cottabato. 
and 20 miles from Parang-Parang, the headquarters of 
the 27th Infantry, Col. Frank D. Baldwin, command- 
ing, who has the first and third battalions of his regi- 
ments, Majors Scott and St. John Chubb, in latitude 7 
deg. 35 min. north, longitude 124 deg. 10 min. east. 
Lake Dapao (on the maps as Tampao) is a small lake 
south of Laguna de Lanao, and is about 20 miles north- 
east from Malabang; and Ganasi is about 10 miles 
northwest of Laguna de Lanao. Malabang was first oc- 
cupied Sept. 19, 1900, by Captain Hagadorn, with 
Company D, 23d Infantry, fer the purpose of building 
up a Moro trading community where the poor and op- 
pressed Moros of that coast might obtain protection and 
the advantages of a communal living and trade, and to 
secure the confidence and friendship of the suspicious 
lake Moros, only a day’s journey away. A village was 
started by the Americans and a large market built, to 
which nearly a thousand lake Moros bring their produce 
on market days. Captain Hagadorn visited the south- 
ern end of Laguna de Lanao and describes the Moros 
there as a dignified race, of fine physique, cultivating 
large farms with industry and skill. The present gar- 
rison of Malabang is Company B, 27th Infantry, with 
about 100 men, and the battalion referred to in Gen- 
eral Chaffee’s cablegram three companies of the Ist Bat- 
talion 27th Infantry, Companies B, C, and D, Major 
Walter S. Scott. Iligan, also referred to in the de- 
spatch, is on the northwest coast of Mindanao, about 10 
miles from the northern end of Laguna de Lanao and 
25 to 30 miles from Malabang. Our latest station list, 
Feb. 15, reports at Malabang a detachment of Com- 
pany A, 15th Cavalry, and Company K, 17th Infantry, 
also at Parang, Company I of the 17th Infantry, and at 
Tucuran, Company B, 17th Infantry, and it is probable 
that these troops are still in that district and may have 
participated in the expedition. 
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THE FORT PHIL KEARNY MASSACRE. 


The House on April 19 passed a bill, S. 305, au- 
thorizing and directing the secretary of War to mark the 
site of the Fort Phil Kearny massacre of Dec. 21, 1866, 
by erecting a monument of rough masonry and an histori- 
cal tablet upon the most sightly portion of Massacre 
Hill. For this purpose $500 is my amen 

Mr. Mondell, who presented the bill, made a stirring 
speech in its support, giving an account of the massacre. 
He said: “In all the blood-stained history of this war- 
ring old world there is record of but three battlefields 
from which there came no survivor of the vanquished. 
Even Thermopyle had her messenger of defeat, but the 
land beyond the father of waters has been the theater 
of three conflicts wheré the story of the immortal valor 
of American soldiers is told only in the mute eloquence 
of their self-sacrifice or by the boasting tongues of the 
victorious enemy. 

“Of these three fields, unique in all the history of wars, 
two have been marked and cared for. The Alamo has her 
monument in the historic old building from within whose 
walls the intrepid Texans fought back the hosts of Santa 
Anna with a grim and desperate valor until the last brave 
heart was stilled in death. 

“On the lonely hillside in the far Northwest, where the 
gallant commander, surrounded by his faithful and ueroic 
band, fell before the murderous onslaught of the savage 
Sioux, there is planted a plain slab, eloquent with one 
brief sentence, ‘Here lies Custer,’ while all about the 
wrinkled surface of that sun-baked hill are placed the 
simple headstones that mark the spot where each valiant 
trooper fell, fighting to the last. 

“Rut, Mr. Speaker, there is a battlefield from which 
no American soldier came to tell the story of stubborn 
defense and overwhelming defeat, which is to-day un- 
marked and, except in the locality of the field itself, al- 
most unknown; and yet, of all the tales that have ever 
been told of courage and valor and heroism, and of all 
the songs that have ever been sung of devotion to flag 
and duty, sealed by the last great measure of men’s de- 
yotion, none have had a more thrilling, dramatic, and 
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theme than battle: fought sauder the

“On the 2ist day of December, 1 leaving but a 
handful of men to guard the post, Colonel Fetterman 
and his troopers issued forth from the sheltering walls 
of the stockade to rescue a suiall detachment which had 
been attacked a short distance above the fort. A few 
miles out they were set upon by overwhelmi numbers 
of Sioux. Falling backward slowly, but in per ¥ 
toward the t, they were cut off and completely sur- 
rounded, and then followed one of thé most desperate 
and bloody conflicts in all the annals of war. Dis-: 
mounted, back to back, the well-armed troopers fought 
with all the courage of despair and the valor of American 
soldiery. The ever-increasing horde of painted, hideous, 
yelling savages, ten times their number, closed in on all 
sides, and though the troopers met them with a murder- 
ous fire from their repeating rifles, used here for the first 
time in a gen engagement, the savages fought with 
reckless desperation and finally bore them down by sheer 
force of numbers, completing the horrible work of anni- 
hilation by torturing such as fell into their hands alive. 

“A story is told of that battle which deserves to be 
preserved and immortalized as an example of the in- 
trepidity and undying devotion to duty ot the Ameriéanh 
soldier. It is said that when the remnant of the garrison 
came upon the field of conflict—the victorious Sioux 
having withdrawn to bury their dead and care for their 
wounded—they found their dead comrades lying stark_ 
upon the frozen ground, mutilated in all the forms that 
savage malice and hatred could invent—all save one. On 
the highest part of the field, where the last stand had 
been made, they found lying amid the mutilated bodies 
of his comrades, that of a young trumpeter, a blonde 
giant, stretched at full length, his sightless eyes turned 
heavenward, in his outstretched hand his trumpet, bat- 
tered and bloody, his body undisturbed and unmutilated, 
the only one on that sanguinary field, 
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“For years they sought to wring from the Sioux’ who” 4 


had participated in the battle an account of the conflict © 


and an explanation of the fact that the trumpeter 
alone, like Custer at the Little Big Horn, was considered 
worthy of the honor of being left unmutilated. Through 
the natural taciturnity of the red man and fear of possi- 
ble punishment their lips were sealed, until an old warrior 
about to pass to the happy hunting ground told the tale. 
It was this: As on that fatal day the column dashed 
up that ridge near its head was seen the giant form of a 
young soldier; hatless, yellow haired, leaning far forward 
on his steed, his trumpet to his lips, as in tones that 
awoke the echoes amid the hills he blew the inspiring 
notes of the charge. 

“Later, when the command was surrounded, dis- 
mounted, grouped together in defense, this fair-haired 
warrior, rising in stature above his fellows, still held his 
trumpet to uis lips, and without pause or intermission 
sent again and again the thrilling oiast of fiance , 
echoing from hill to mountain top, sounding shrill and 
clear above the rattle of musketry, the sharp cracking of 
the revolvers, and the demoniac yell of the savages. A» 
the foes pressed closer and closer, and his comrades fell 
about him like the leaves of autumn, the survivors kneit 
to seek some protection from the bowlders which strewed 
the hilltop, still he stood proud and erect, and his trum- 
pet’s clarion tones called back the echoes which the awful 
sounds of savage war sent chasing to the wooded heights ; 
but nothing could withstard the ove: whelming numbers 
and fury of tue savares, as with fiendish vells they made 
a last desperate rush for the few survivors, shooting, 
spearing, clubbing, until the trumpeter alone remained, 
and as his last camrade pitched forward, pierced through 
with a savage spear, he leaped across the prostrate. form, 
and swinging with tremendous force the trumpet; which 
he had at last withdrawn from his lips, he sent a warrior 
reeling headlong with a mortal blow, and then, swinging 
right and left, he struck down one after another the 
savages about him till a spear thrust found his fearless 
heart and stretched him low, the last survivor of that 
heroic struggle. 

“Mr. Speaker, it is to commemorate, in a modest way, 
deeds like these that we ask the passage of this bill. We 
seek to rear no towering monument upon the spot where 
these men met their death in the uniform of the American 
Army, fighting the battles of civilization against the 
hordes of barbarism. History and romance shal) build 
their monuments. We wish only to erect of the rough 
and scarred bowlders, strewing the field where they fought

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RETIREMENT OF GENERAL MILES. 


Harper’s Weekly, which does not appear to be very 
well informed; says: “General Miles ‘is to be re- 
tired, and neither General Corbin nor General Wood 
is to be appointed to succeed him as Commanding Gen- 
eral of the Army. It is unnecessary to repeat at length 
the grounds on which the action of the President is based. 


They were fully stated in the Weekly when the announce- 
ment of the coming retirement was made, just as they are 
now set forth in the official announcement. General 
Miles does not, and will not, co-operate with Secretary 
Root. If he were simply silent and indolent, his failure 
to acquiesce in the Secretary's plans would not materially 
disturb the admini tration nor injure the Army. But he 
is active, alert, en vgetic, and ingenious in devising meth- 
ods for annoying and thwarting his superior officers. 
Now whatever we may think of General Miles on; account 
of his past services, no one can advocate his retention in 
a place where he can do, no good, but where he may do 
much harm. If the lieutenant general cannot be subor- 
dinate to the real commander, he ought at least to be 
silent. In the field, the corps or division or brigade com- 
mander who would organize opposition to the plans of the 
commander-in-chief would be cashiered or shot. When 
General Miles found that the Administration could do 
nothing to suit him—and this was true under Cleveland 
and McKinley, as well as under Roosevelt—he ought -to 
have asked for retirement himself. As it is, Mr. Root 
must be relieved of him. The Secretary has a good deal 
to do—already more than he can do without loyal assist- 
ance. He cannot govern the colonies, care of

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COURT MARTIAL FOR GENERAL SMITH. 


Brig. Gen. Jacob H. Smith, U.8.A., late commanding 
the Sixth Separate Brigade operating in the Island of 
Samar, has been placed on trial before a court-martial 
at Manila on charges of conduct prejudicial to good 
order and discipline. The court is composed of the 
following officers, of the Army: Major Gen. Loyd 
Wheaton, President, Brig. Gen. Samuel 8S. Sumner, 
Brig. Gen. J. Franklin Bell, Brig. Gen. William H. 
Bisbee, Col. Chambers McKibbin, Col. William A. Raf- 
ferty, Col. William E. Dougherty, Col. Alfred C. Mark- 
ley and Col. Jesse M. Lee. Judge Advocate, Major 
Harvey ©. Carbaugh; counsel for General Smith, Col. 
Charles A. Woodruff. It was while co-operating with 
General Smith’s command in Samar that Major Littleton 
W. T. Waller of the Marine Corps ordered the execution 
of eleven natives without trial. Major Waller was re- 
cently tried at Manila on charges of acting without 
authority in ordering those executions and was ac- 
quitted. His testimony according to the newspaper re- 
ports, was in conflict with that of General Smith who 
was a witness at the trial. 

The conditions which confronted General Smith in 
Samar are vividly described in an article signed by him- 
self and published in the Manila Critic of Feb. 1, from 
which we make the following extracts. “The inhabi- 
tants were masters of the situation, and the little con- 
trol by the Volunteers and later few stations of the Army 
on the coast amounted to nothing, as they had been 
treated by both officers and men with such kindness as 
would be proper to civilized moral people. Instead of 
placating these savages, it only gave them the idea of 
weakness and nonsense on the part of the agents of the 
United States. I found the troops scattered over an im- 
mense territory, and with only the coast towns garri- 
soned and by barely sutticient numbers of soldiers to 
protect themselves from the raids of the mountain 
hordes. Little or nothing had been done owing to a 
feeling of security and confidence which had been en- 
gendered by officers who loved the ‘Little Brown 
Brother’ and imagined the natives were angels and only 
needed wings to make them perfect. ‘Guard duty was 
almost entirely neglected; the soldiers mixed freely with 
the inhabitants; officers preached all kinds of good words 
to them, and, no matter how far from their barracks 
the soldiers were obliged to go for meals, no guns were 
carried, and a general do as you please was the order of 
the day. ‘The only pack train on the island of Samar 
had been neglected and was worthless for this reason. 
The steam launches had not been inspected, and had 
been allowed to deteriorate from lack of care and atten- 
tion. The first thing to be done was for me to see the 
troops and learn all about the localities of the stations; 
aud in company with Lieutenant Conger, A.D.C., to 
General Hughes, and my own aide, Lieutenant Shields, 
the posts were visited and officers instructed in the work 
before them. ‘ 

“It did not take long before it was quite patent to any 
observer that only the ‘Fire and Sword’ policy could 
succeed in bringing these people to understand that they 
must come under the absolute and complete control of 
the United States. The inhabitants are all our enemies, 
and those who live near our garrisons do so only to give 
assistance to the armed ones in the mountains. And it 
seems almost impossible to impress this fact upon our 
officers and soldiers who have the love for the ‘Little 
Brown Brothers’ engracted in their natures. None of 
the natives have any love for the Americans, but rathei 
secret hate in their souls for anything pertaining to the 
United States, save food. They obey the wishes, orders, 
and requirements of Lukban through fear, a feeling 
which we must instill into them by making ‘War Hell.’ 
The word ‘amigo’ is used by them only to deceive the 
officers and soldiers—the ‘white flag’ an emblem of 
treachery. It is a fair rule to go by that the first stories 
of the Samarite are lies, and the truth only to be ob- 
tained when it is to his interest to gain the confidence of 
an officer or soldier in order to betray this confidence 
at the first opportunity.” 

The attack upon Company E of the 9th Infantry on 
the Gandara River on October 17 convinced General 
Smith that small detachments at isolated points wera 
not safe. New troops were sent to punish the attack on 
Company E. The General continues: “The new troops 
took up the trails and severe punishment was meted out 
to the enemy. Concentration was the order; and, while 
the transportation was inadequate to make the changes 
quickly, increased activity was required of all the sta- 
tions and a vigorous policy produced good results. Food 
supplies were cut off from getting to the interior of the 
island; smuggling prevented, and all traffic in hemp was 
suspended in both Leyte and Samar. Bands of insur- 
gents were annihilated and their cuartels and stores of 
rice destroyed until the cry went up from the merchants 
of Leyte who had been aiding Lukban’s forces by pay- 
ing to their agents the two pesos per picul Lukban had 
demanded. And accompanying this howl were appeals 
from both Samar and Leyte for food. Salt and rice 
from Leyte were called for by Lukban, and thus it be- 
came necessary to apply the proverb: ‘Deeds not words,’ 
etc. I announced that protestations of friendship for us 
were of no avail, and that evidences of good faith on 
their part, such as bringing in guns and assassins of 
Balangiga, or equivalent information and guidance to 
where our enemies were located were necessary before 
food and traffic in hemp, tobacco and other products 
would be permitted. The lack of effective support by 
the civil authorities and the influence of the foreign busi- 
ness men caused some trouble; still, the pressure was 
continued until we had accomplished the objects aimed at. 
_“The letting alien enemies come into our domain and 
live there in insolent defiance of ourselves and our 
friends is a_ shameful confession that they are stronger 
than we. To be thus conquered by deceitful ‘amigos’ 
and foreign merchants is as ignomious a defeat as can 
come to an army. When there is a hard piece of work 
to be done it is far pleasanter to sit at ease for the pres- 
ent and put off the work. ‘The thousand nothings of 
the hour’ claim our attention. Here the brave man 
comes in and brushes these conflicting claims into the 
background, stops his ears until the sirens’ voices are 
silent, stamps on his feelings as though they were snakes 
in his path and does the thing now which ever after he 
will rejoice to have done. In such a campaign as is now 
on in Samar the only one who ‘finds time’ for great 
things is the man who takes it by violence from the 
thousands of petty claims and makes it serve his ideas 
of duty to God and his country. There is no dignity in 
the life of a commander in the field who is perpetually 
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behind in his movements as a tail is in the rear of a 
dog.” 


Speaking of the condemnation of General Smith in 
advance by the Anti-Imperialists, the Philadelphia 
Press says: “The Army is so honeycombed with cor- 
ruption, in the eyes of the aunty, as to make the Smith 
court-martial only a miserable farce. Nothing ever will 
rescue it from the depths of ——s to which it has 
fallen by its long-continued neglect to heed the advice of 
the Anti-Imp. organs, except a civil commission to be 
appointed by them on the suggestion of the President. 
General Miles’s Great ted Exhibition of Living 
Examples of Benevolent Assimilation could then set out 
for the Philippines, armed with 20,000 rosettes and a 
bundle of Anti-Imperialist editorials to put down the in- 
surrection of the savages with kindness and extract of 
violets, while the Army could be brought back home to 
build good roads for automobiles and promote the cause 
of tenement-house reform.” 





THE CASE OF SURGEON MARSTELLER. 


The Navy Department received this week the proceed- 
ings and findings of the court-martial which recently 
met at Port Royal, 8.C., for the trial of Surgeon Emlyn 
H. Marsteller, of the Navy. ‘The officer was tried on 
charges of “drunkenness,” “drunkenness on duty, and 
“scandalous conduct tending to the destruction of g« 
morals.” The court found Surgeon Marsteller guilty 
of all the charges, and sentenced him “to be suspended 
from rank and duty for the period of two years; to 
receive during said period one-half of shore pay; and to 
lose five numbers in his grade, taking rank next after 
Surgeon Henry T. Percy, U.S.N.” In his comment on 
the case the judge advocate general says: “The sentence 
is regarded as entirely inadequate. It is also inappropri- 
ate, since it relegates to idleness for two years an officer 
whose services are needed, and throws his work on others. 
Further, it presents an example of a case wherein the 
court itself has exercised that clemency which, under 
the provisions of Article 54 of the Articles fer the Gov- 
ernment of the Navy, might have been exercised by the 
department had the court properly performed its func- 
tions by awarding an adequate sentence, with recom- 
mendation to clemency, as laid down in Article 51 of the 
Articles for the Government of the Navy.” The Secre- 
tary says: “The proceedings, findings and sentence of 
the court in the foregosmg case are approved, as advised 
by the judge advocate general, the department concurring 
in his views as to the inadequacy and character of the 
sentence imposed. Courts-martial should, however, un- 
derstand that a requirement of law like that contained 
in Article 51 of the Articles for the Government of the 
Navy should not be ignored. That article makes it “the 
duty of a court-martial, in all cases of conviction, to ad- 
judge a punishment adequate to the nature of the offense,” 
while Article 54 authorizes the remission or mitigation of 
such sentence by the convening authority, The measure 
of punishment adequate to the offense of drunkenness on 
duty, one of the charges to which Surgeon Marsteller 
pleaded guilty, is indicated by the fact that under the 
Articles of War (Army) dismissal is made mandatory 
upon conviction of an officer thereof.” 


RECENT DEATHS. 


Gen. Wade Hampton, the famous Confederate gen- 
eral, died at his home in Columbia, 8.C., April 11, aged 
| years. He entered the Confederate service as a 
private, but subsequently raised a legion of six com- 
anies of infantry, four of cavalry and one of artillery. 

t was known as “‘Hampton’s Legion.” In the battle 
of Bull. Run 600 of its soldiers held at bay an army 
corps under General Keyes. In this battle Hampton, 

then a colonel, received a bullet wound in the head. 
At the Battle of Trevillian Station he was in com- 
mand of the Confederate forces, and after two d» 
desperate fighting secured a victory over General Sher- 
idan. For this feat he was commissioned a lieutenant 
general and assigned by General Lee to command the 
cavalry of Northern Virginia. He further distinguished 
himself in the battle of Hotchkiss Run and in the fights 
around Petersburg. In the battle of Gettysburg he re- 
ceived three wounds. Out of the twenty-three officers 
of his command twenty-one were killed. Early in 
1865 he was sent to South Carolina and commanded 
the rear guard of the Confederate Army, which was 
falling back before General Sherman. After the war 
Hampton was twice elected Governor of South Caro- 
lina—in 1876-8. In 1879 he first entered the United 
States Senate as the representative of his State. 

Q.M. Sergeant J. B. Lowder, 110th Co., Coast Art 
died suddenly at Fort Adams, R.I., April 20. He had 
been recently before a board at New York for examina- 
tion for a commission, and mental excitement is bélieved 
to have been the cause of death. 

Col. James P. Kimball, Assistant Surgeon General, 
U.S.A., retired, died at Onteora, N.Y., April 19, in his 
62d vear. He entered the service as an assistant surgeon 
of the 121st New York Volunteers, Jan. 16, 1865, was 
transferred to the 65th New York Volunteers in June 
of the same year, anu was mustered out in July, 1865. 
He was appointed Ist lieutenant and assistant surgeon 
in the Regular Army May 14, 1867. He was appointed 
lieutenant colonel and deputy surgeon general in Feb- 
ruary, 1900, and was retired as colonel in 1901 after an 
honorable service. Colonel Kimball was a graduate of 
Hamilton College, and of the Albany Medical College, 
New York. 

Private Wilhelm Stoecker, 49th Co., C.A., who died 
this week at Governors Island, was a veteran soldier, 
served in the Franco-Prussian War and enlisted in the 
U.S. Army twenty-eight years ago. He was an excellent 
linguist and an excellent penman, and at the time of his 
death was company clerk, a position which just seemed 
to suit him. The funeral took place with military honors 
April 22. 

Cass Champlin Durham, a son of the late Capt. Cass 
Durham, U.S.A., died April 17 in St. Paul, Minn., at his 
home, 2 Monroe place, at the age of 25 years. 
Mr. Durham was born at Atlantic, Ga., but he came to 
St. Paul at the age of 10. He graduated from the St. 
Paul high school and spent three years at the United 
States Military Academy at West Point. Mr. Durham’s 
untimely death closes what promised to be a bright career 
of an exceptionally estimable and capable young man. 
He had the confidence of his employers and of all those 
with whom he came in contact. 

Major Oscar L. Pruden, Assistant Secretary to the 
President, who died a few days ago in Wodkienion. D.C., 
was born in Dover, N.J., in 1843. At the age of 18 he 
enlisted in a New Jersey regiment, early in the Civil War. 
Soon afterward he was transferred to the office of the 
Adjutant General where he was engaged in clerical work 
of considerable value to the Government. When Hayes 





was President, Major Pruden was made Assistant Secre- 
tary to the President, which office he continued to hold 
unti] the time of his death. 

Gen. rt L. Viele, one of the best known civil 
engineers in the United States, who has been foremost in 
reparing plans for great municipal improvements in New 
York for many years, died suddenly at the home of a rela- 
tive in New York aity, April 22, of heart disease. He was 
born at Waterford, N.Y., June 17, 1825, and entered the 
Military Academy in 1842, and was graduated in 1847, 
where he had shown special proficiency in engineering, 
and he served with distinction in the Mexican war. He 
resigned from the Army in 1853, being then a Ist lieuten- 
ant of the 2d Infantry. He was from 1854 to 1856 State 
engineer for New Jersey. He was chosen to lay out 
Central Park, and the plan which he prepared was 
adopted. Subsequently he was appointed chief engineer 
of that important work. Hie was selected in 1860 to pre. 
pare the plans for Prospect Park, Brooklyn. At the 
outbreak of the Civil War he became a captain in the 
7th Regiment. in 1861 he was commissioned brigadier 
general of Volunteers. He may be regarded as the pioncer 
of upper New York city. And among other work he 
projected the present Riverside Drive and drew the atten- 
tion of the Government to the necessity for the Harlem 
Ship Canal. General Viele became a Park issioner 
in 1883. He served as a Representative in Congress 
from 1885 to 188:. He was in 1896 invited by the British 
House of Lords to address them on the subject of muni- 
cipal improvements in the United States, and he delivered 
the closing address at The Hague Congress in 1898, as a 
member of the International Congress on History. He 
was also the author of several works. His wife died 
about a year ago. The funeral was held at West 
Point, April 24, with military honors. 

Col. Charles Marshall who died in Baltimore, Md., on 
April 19 was military secretary to Gen. Robert EK. Lee 
C.S.A., during the Civil War and was the only member 
of Lee’s staff who attended him at the surrender at Ap- 
pomattox. It was Colonel Marshall who drafted the 
terms of the surrender. He had been at work for years 
on a military history of Lee’s campaigns, but left it un- 
finished. Colonel Marshall was one of the leaders of the 
Baltimore bar and his father was a nephew of Chief 
Justice John Marshall. 








Gen. James Harding, who died at his home in Jeffer- 
son City, Mo., Friday, April 5, 1902, was the youngest 
son of Chester and Margaret Harding, and while he 
never attained the wide repute of his artist father, his 
own artistic temperament and fine appreciation of the 
things beautiful were only part of the heritage left him 
by these and other Puritan ancestors, through descent 
from whom he became an active member in the s0- 
ciety of the Sons of the Revolution. Coming to the 
then “Far West” in 1855, his became the duty to have 
charge of the building of many of the trunk lines which 
now traverse Missouri, the State of his adoption, and 
his was the special honor to assist in heralding its 
wealth of inexhaustible riches to the outside world. 
After a service with the Confederacy during the Civil 
War as a civil engineer and as captain and major of 
Artillery, in the early 70’s he returned to Missouri, this 
State holding out to him the promise of rapid advance- 
ment in his profession, as well as being tenderly re- 
garded since it was here he met, won and married his 
wife, Miss Christine Cordell of Charlestown, W.¥a., who 
died little more than two years ago, and here his fami- 
lv of eight children grew to womanhood and manhood. 
All of his loved ones were with him when the end came, 
except his youngest sons, Philin and James, who are 
members of the 11th Cavalry, U.S.A. band, at present 
stationed in the Philippines. 

He rests at last, but his work is not done, for his 
will be the glory to be always the splendid example for 
unborn generations whose forefathers have had the 
blessed privilege to know this kindly, gentle, Christian 
husband, father, soldier, citizen and statesman in his 
quiet everyday life amid scenes which brought forth tue 
wealth of his own hidden powers to make better the 
world which knew and loved him. During the funeral 
services the State Capitol, where he had served his peo- 
ple first as Railroad Commissioner, and later as Secre- 
tary to the board, was closed as a mark of respect, and 
as the funeral cortage passed over the hill the State 
cannon boomed its farewell to this noble patriot and 
soldier, a fitting close to the life of one who had done 
ali he could to advance the military arm of the coun- 
try’s service.

THE FIb fY-SEVPNTH CONGRESS. 


The Senate has passed S. 4850, providing that persons 
hereafter or heretofore granted pensions shall receive 
$45 per month for loss of or total disability in one hand 
or one foot; $50 for one arm or one leg, above knee or 
elbow ; $60 for arm or leg at shoulder or hip; and $60 for 
loss of one hand and one foot. Mr. Platt, of Connecticut, 
said, in explanation of the bill, that it is to save pension- 
ers from the injustice attending a technical interpretation 
of the present law. 

The Senate has passed bills granting the following 
pensions: $25 per month to the widow of Capt. Robert 
Hf. Anderson, 9th U.S. Inf.; $80 and $2 additional for 
each minor child to the widow of Lieut. Comdr. Francis 
E. Greene, U.S.N.; $30 to the widow of Capt. Gustavus 
C. Doane, 2d U.S. Cav.; $50 to the widow of Col. Em- 
erson H. Liscum, 9th U.S. Inf., late brigadier general of 
Vols. ; and $50 to the widow of Brig. Gen. William Lud- 
low, U.S.A. 

The Senate has passed S. 4577, authorizing the Presi- 
dent to appoint Lieut. William McCarty Little, U.S.N., 
to be a captain, retired. Also S. 4973, to place. Lieut. 
Col. and Brevet Maior Gen. Alexander Stewart Webb 
on the retired list of the Army as lieutenant colonel 
With that rank and pay. Also H. R. 11839, authorizing 
the Secretary of War to loan tents for use at tue 
Knights of Pythias encampment at San Francisco, Cal., 
Aug. 10 to 20, 1902. Also H. R. 61, granting the G.A.R. 
permission to erect in Washington a statue to the memory 
of the late Benjamin F. Stephenson, founder of the 
G.A.R., on one of the public reservations. 

Resolutions submitted to the Senate by Mr. Culberson 
were agreed to on April 17, asking information as to the 
expense of the Philippine Commission, the cost of railway 
transportation for troops going to and from the Philip- 
pines, and the cost of equipment supplies for military 
and naval operations. 

President Roosevelt has vetoed the bill passed by the 
House to pension Thomas F. Walsh, late 1st lieutenant in 
the 91st Pennsylvania Volunteers, on the ground that the 
records of the War Department showed that this officer 
was cashiered and dismissed by verdict of general court- 
martial for disobedience ot orders in refusing to go on 
picket duty. “The disobedience of orders,” the President 
says, “of which the soldier was guilty, is admitted by him, 
and, in view of his position in the service, was with full 
knowledge of the consequences. To inscribe his name on 
the pension roll, as this vill contemplates, would be to 
condone an inexcusable offense committed by a commis- 
sioned officer: to detract from the high estimate in which 
the pension roll ought ever to be held; and to do an in- 
justice to soldiers now on that roll, especially those under 
the act of June 27, 1890, where an honorable discharge 
from the service is a condition precedent to obtaining 
pension. 

Mr. Hloar has submitted to the Senate an amendment 
to the Army appropriation bill proposing to appropriate 
$5,000 for the purchase and preservation of the battle- 
field of Ball’s Bluff and the soldiers’ burial place there. 

The House has passed a bill, S. 5269, appropriating 
$25,000 for a commission to secure plans and designs for 
a monument of Abraham Lincoln. Also the bill, H. R. 
10144, to donate to the State of Alabama the spars of 
the captured battleships Don Juan d’Austria and Almi- 
rante Oquendo, to be used for a flagstaff on the capitol 
grounds at Montgomery, “as a perpetual memorial to the 
value of the American Navy.” 

The House has passed a bill, S. 5046, creating for the 
District of Columbia a board to control the distribution 
of human bodies for anatomical purposes, of interest 
to the Army and Navy Medical schools, which will each be 
represented on the board by two members to be selected 
by the surgeons-general of the Army and Navy. © Bodies 
delivered to the medical schools of the Army and Navy, 
and to the medical examining boards of the Army, the 
Navy, and the Marine Hospital Service, are to be charge- 
able to the Government, other schools to pay all necessary 
expenses for themselves. ‘This bill had already passed the. 
House and Senate and was in the hands of the President 
when it was noted that it failed to make provision for the 
Army and Navy medical schools. On the recommendation 
of the Secretary of the Navy it was recalled and amended 
to its present form. 

To the House resolution of inquiry as to reports that 
British and Canadian officials were encroaching on United 
States territory on the Alaskan frontier and destroying 
monuments erected to mark the boundaries thereof, the 
resident has replied that the investigation instituted 
by the State Department has not yet elicited any proof of 
the alleged transaction. The investigation, the President 
added, will continue until the truth of the matter is ascer- 
tained. 

The House has received from the Secretary of the Navy 
an additional estimate of 8500 for rent of additional 
storage space for the office of the assistant quartermaster, 
U.S. Marine Corps, at Philadelphia.

BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S. 5009. Mr. Depew:—For the relief of Theodore R. 
Timby. The preamble recites that the records of the 
U.S. Patent Office show that Timby was the author and 
sole originator of the invention known as the revolving 
tower, for offensive and defensive warfare, to be used 
on land or water; that the practical effectiveness of this 
system of warfare has been completely illustrated 
the past. notably in the case of the naval battle be- 
tween the U.S. Monitor and the Confederate ironclad 
Merrimac; the records also show that Timby was th 
sole author and originator of sighting and firing heavy 
guns bv electricity; and that Timby has never received 
from the U.S. Government one dollar for such use of 
his inventions, Therefore the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is directed to pay $500,000 to Timby, as compensa- 
tion in full of all demands whatever for the past, pres- 
ent and future use by the United States of his inven- 
tions of a revolving tower for offensive and defensive 
warfare as applied to floating devices and the sighting 
and firing of heavy guns by electricity.

In carrying out the improved methods of enlistment 
inaugurated by the Bureau of Navigation, Navy De- 
partment, recruiting stations are being established in 
many hitherto untried portions of the country, and 
in this way imitating, to an extent, the system em- 
ployed for many years by the British Admiralty. Instead 
of opening recruiting stations in seaport towns alone, 
the Navy Department has deciwed to increase the 
points at which enlistments can be made into the 
naval service so as to include the whole country, the 
interior as well as on the coast. In furtherance of 
this plan a temporary recruiting station has been set 
up at Bristol, Va., where for some time to come the 
young men of that section can take advantage of the 
opporunity and serve their country in that most 
picturesque of all professions, that of the deep-water 
sailor. This is the first time an office of this kind has 
ever been opened in this section of the country and 
it is anticipated that there will be quite a number of 
applicants, includnig the several branches of the work 
for which men are being recruited. Lieut. G. G. Mitchell, 
U.S.N., in charge of the station. 

Two “difference charts,” that of Capt. Harold E. Cloke. 
61st Company of Coast Artillery, and another designed 
by Capt. Charles L. Phillips, 48th Company, Coast Artil- 
lery, are to be tested, the War Department having made 
allotments for this purpose on recommendation of the 
Board of Ordnance and Fortification. These charts are in 
the line of General Randolph’s remark that it is a great 
deal better to have the present armament perfectly served 
than an immense armament which will be imperfectly 
served.

Each non-commissioned officer entitled to and 
occupying separate quarters at posts where gas or elec- 
tricity is installed will be allowed for the period between 
Sept. 1 and April 30, 1,500 cubic feet of gas or 20,000 watts 
electric current per month, and from May 1 to Aug. 31 
900 cubic feet of gas or 12,000 watts electric current per 
month. Gas or electricity in excess of these allowances 
will be paid for at the end of each month to the quar- 
termaster by the responsible non-commissioned officer. 

At posts where the electric current is furnished from 
Government plant the charge for the excess will be at the 
rate of 10 cents per 1,000 watts. At posts where gas or 
electric current 1s obtained from local company the 
charge for the excess will be at contract price.

HOUSE PASSES ACADEMY BILL. 


The House on April 22 passed the Military Academy 
bill, H. R. 13670, as we gave it last week with the 
amendments here indicated. On motion of Mr. Hull, for 
the Committee on Military Affairs, the total amount ap- 
propriated for the improvement of the Academy was re- 
duced from $6,500,000 to $5,500,000, of which two mu- 
lions, instead of three millions, is to be immediately 
available. ‘lhe reduction of a million dollars was made in 
the provision for buildings and grounds, its total being 
changed from $3,090,326 to $2,090,326. 

There was a good deal of debate in connection with the 
bill, but almost all of it on matters entirely aside from the 
bill itself. Of the needs of the Academy Mr. Hull said: 
“It is necessary to commence at once the erection of this 
plant, providing for its total expenditure not to exceed 
$6,500,000, and appropriating practically $3,000,000 for 
the plant for the current fiscal year. For lighting and 
heating, in my judgment, $1,400,000 is absolutely neces- 
sary to begin now, and I think it can be finished during 
the. coming year without any question. The academic 
building must be rebuilt now. There is no room now for 
the students to recite. The cadet quarters must be built 
now, and the cadet barracks that are to be built must ve 
on the angle with the cadet barracks already existing, 
for the reason that the cadets all come out and form on 
the parade ground in front of ‘the quarters and march 
to the drill ground, and they must be near each other. 
so they can march as a body in place of being broken up 
in detachments and coming on the ground at aifferent 
times. In my judgment there is no busier body of men 
in the world than the cadets at West Point. There is 
absolutely no waste time from early morning until they 
go to bed at night. Every minute of time is taken up with 
recitations or drills or exercise except what is used at 
their meals, so that the loss of five minutes even is re- 
garded as a serious inconvenience to the control of the 
Academy and to the welfare of the students. Another 
one of the buildings which must be largely increased at 
once is the gymnasium, which, built for a smaller school, 
is utterly inadequate.” 
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It is understood that all the naval cadets who are to 
be graduated on May 2 will be sent to the Philippines, 
and that on their arrival the cadets who were graduated 
and sent to the islands last year will be assigned as watch 
and division officers. This arrangement will permit the 
withdrawal from the Asiatic Station of about seventy-five 
officers, whose tours of foreign service have expired and 
who are entitled to shore duty at home. The Secretary 
of the Navy feels much concern over the great need for 
officers, especially in view of the apvroaching completion 
of a large number of torpedo craft, which should be imme- 
ately placed in commissién. It is not likely that Congress 
will this session provide any relief by inc reasing the num- 
ber of officers in the junior grades, as rec ‘ommended by the 
Navy Department. 
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GENERAL BELL’S BRILLIANT CAMPAIGN. 

With the surrender, as we noted last- week, of Malvyar, 
the last remaining insurgent general officer in the field, 
the insurrection in the Luzon provinces of Batangas, 
Laguna and Tayabas is virtually at an end and the 
arduous campaign instituted in those districts four 
months ago by Brig. Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A., js 
brought to a triumphant conclusion. The surrender of 
General Malvar, says Major Gen. Loyd Wheaton, com- 
manding the Department of the North Philippines, 
means that “organized armed resistance to the authority 
of the United States has thus been terminated in this 
department.” The favorable opinion of General Mal- 
var’s soldierly qualities which has long been held by 
United States Army ofticers has been strongly supported 
by his conduct since he surrendered to General Bell. He 
has not only pledged unqualified submission to American 
authority but has ordered the unconditional surrender of 
all insurgent commands to the nearest American forces. 
The result of Malvar’s surrender will be the reopening 
of the blockaded ports of the three affected provinces, 
the resumption of trade between them and Manila, the 
release of large bodies of natives from the detention 
camps in time to plant their crops, and a rapid improve- 
ment in general industrial conditions. 

The campaign of General Bell thus culminating in the 
surrender of Aguinaldo’s successor as insurgent com- 
mander in chief will be recognized as one of the fore- 
most achievements of the American Army in the Phil- 
ippines. It has covered a period of four months of in- 
cessant marching and almost constant fighting under 
almost inconceivably difficult conditions. In. that time 
General Bell captured and received by surrender more 
than 3,500 rifles, together with hundreds of bolos and 
enormous stores of supplies. The results afford the 
amplest vindication of the vigorous policy which Genera) 
Beil instituted at the outset. After scouring the moun- 
tain passes General Bell employed volunteer bolomen for 
protection against the ladrones. Numbers of Filipinos 
volunteered and expressed the liveliest satisfaction at the 
treatment accorded to themselves and to their families, 
who were in the concentration camps.: General Wheaton 
gives General Bell credit for his indefatigability in con- 
ducting the campaign. He was in the field on horse- 
back day and night, personally superintending the most 
arduous operations. General Wheaton is especially 
pleased with General Bell’s care of the natives confined 
in the camps. The officers in charge are held personally 
responsible for the quality and quantity of the food 
served out and for the general welfare of the occupants 
of the camps. 

In forwarding to General Bell the Presideut’s con- 
gratulations upon the successful termination of the cam- 
paign, Major General Chaffee, commander of the Div- 
ision of the Philippines extends his own congratulations 
and his gratification in observing that General Bell's 
work has received such cordial recognition in Washing- 
ton. No American troops, says General Chaffee, have 
before been charged with a task more difficult of ac- 
complishment. So unusual has been the situation in 
Batangas and Laguna that only a person thoroughly 
familiar with it by actual contact can appreciate the 
Conditions which have been met and overcome, or fairly 
determine what were the best methods to accomplish the 
objects in view, namely, the recognition of the soy- 
ereignty of the United States and the establishment of 
peace and order in the disturbed sections. General 
Chaffee concludes by praising General Bell’s never-fail- 
ing care of his troops, and his encouragement of them in 
their labors. 


AFTER PEACE IN SOUTH AFRICA—WHAT? 

With hostilities ended and tranquility restored in 
South Africa and in the Philippines—then what? Shall 
mankind then enter upon the world wide peace of which 
the vixionaries dream? Is Utopia just the next station 
down the line, and are we all to get off there? Shall 
the anvils ring with the jubilant music of Tubal Cain 
beating our swords into plough-shares and our spears 
into pruning hooks? 

None but the dreamer will answer these queries in the 
affirmative, and to him hope always tells a flattering tale. 
To the man of thought and action, the future looms por- 
tentous. And events are so massing themselves that all 
eyes are turned toward the East. Asia is being trans- 
formed into a theater wherein the nations of the earth 
may presently appear in a drama of stupendous import. 
And the victim of this tragedy, if it occurs, will be 
China. Her rich Manchurian provinces, greater in are: 
than New England, New York, New Jersey and Penn 
sylvania combined, have been seized by Russia, and Rus 
sia is probably there to stay, despite her diplomatic pledges 
to the contrary. Germany has abandoned her opposition 
to Russian aggression and has herself instituted in the 
Shantung provinces a policy of exclusion similar to tha' 
of Russia in Manchuria. This is evident from the de 








claration in Berlin that the Triple Alliance will take n¢ 
part in any quarrel arising from the alliance betwee? 
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England and Japan on one side and between France and 
Russia on the other. That declaration leaves Germany 
free to pursue her own purposes in China, and thox 
purposes are as ambitious as those of Russia. The 
Anglo-Japanese alliance is obviously aimed directly at 
Russia, and the co-operation of France with her in re- 
sisting the demand for the withdrawal of Russian con- 
trol in Manchuria would bring about the very condition 
upon which England and Japan are pledged to act in uni- 
son. Is it there, in the ancient empire of the Hast, that 
Britain, hardened anew to the cruel tasks of war by her 
bitter experience in South Africa, and re-created Japan, 
exultant in her new birth of military ardor—is it there 
that Britain and Japan on one side and Russia and 
France on the other are to open the great war drama 
of the new century? And if they begin it. can the 
United States keep out of it in spite of her open pledge 
to support the territorial integrity of China? And how 
long will Germany, eager for trade and territory, play 
the part of a passive observer if she sees a chance to 
advance of her own interests?

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In the Journal of the Military Service Institution for 
May Major Edward J. McClernand, now in the Adjutant 
General’s Department, but formerly of the 2d U.S. 
Cavalry, will have an article on “Cavalry Operations 
from the Wilderness to the James River,” in which he 
says: “Those of us who are in the Cavalry because we 
love it, who are proud of its traditions, and who aspire 
to do all in our power to give it a brilliant future, realize 
its necessities, and the time required and the difficulties to 
be overcome in molding a mounted command into efficient 
shape. Unfortunately it is not so with the country 
at large. We read too often in the newspapers of the 
ease with which cavalry can be improvised in the event of 
war, and this opinion has been too frequently expressed 
in the halls of Congress. If this error is to be cor- 
rected, if the public are to be educated in this vital ques- 
tion, it remains for us to do it. Let us induce our fellow 
citizens to read aright the lessons of the past, and to 
study our future needs. Let us make clear to them that 
if such a man as Grant could advise, when about to join 
in the death struggle with his adversary, that a new regi- 
ment should be dismounted in order to give the horses to 
dismounted veteran cavalrymen, and that such new men 
might be of -some value on foot, but were not wort! 
their forage on horseback, there must be a great mistake 
in the current belief that the organization and training 
of cavalry can safely await the eve of battle.” In the 
same number of the Journal appears the first part of a 
translation by Capt. J. A. Shipton, U.S.A., of an article 
on “The American Cavalry in the War of Secession” 
from a French service magazine. Capt. John W. Reich- 
man, U.S.A., continues the discussion of the question, 
“Are disappearing guns essential to the efficient defense 
of our seaports.” Capt. John R. Williams and Major 
William E. Birkhimer, Art. Corps, also take part in the 
discussion. 
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All officers will sympathize with Capt. William C. 
Brown, ist Cav., in what he has to say in the Journal 
of the United Service Institution for May concerning 
the reduction of paper work in the company. He sug- 
gests that to get rid of the antiquated method of copy- 
ing letters by hand into a large record book that Bush- 
nell’s Letter Copying Book which requires no press be 
used. Clothing accounts should be simplified. All 
changes in the price of clothing should be made to take 
effect July 1 and January 1, which will avoid work in 
computations. Fractions of a cent in computation should 
be disregarded. The cost of brass letters and numbers 
on campaign hats does not pay for the clerical labor 
involved in accounting for them and they increase the 
liability to general errors in the clothing account. The 
attempt to make everything conform to the “Allowance 
of Clothing in Kind” should be abandoned and all 
clothing allowances should be alike, to avoid the nine or 
ten different computations now required. The enlisted 
man should have a daily allowance of clothing besides 
a certain amount at enlistment, receiving credit for 
what he does not draw. Changes to take effect at the 
beginning of each fiscal year should only be made when 
the aggregate cost is important. Chevrons, stripes and 
such parts of the uniform as only slightly increase the 
cost should be issued gratuitously.. The muster rolls 
should have a column headed “Present at date of muster 
—Yes or No,” in which “Yes or No” could be written 
to save writing the man’s name, and there should be a 
general statement at the end of the roll that all men 
whose names are borne on this roll are enlisted for three 
years to avoid the separate entries after each name. 
Seventy per cent of the present work on the rolls is 
mere copying, which might be done by mechanical pro- 
cesses after a method described.

The River and Harbor Appropriation Bill, which 
passed the House March 21, appropriates $60,688,267, of 
which $24,014,107 is for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1903, and $36,674,160 to be expended after June 30, 
1903. In their report on the bill the committee said: 
“The total amount which would be required for the com- 
pletion of projects for river and harbor works, the cost 
of which has been estimated by the War Department, 
now considerably exceeds $300,000,000. It will thus ap- 
pear that it has been necessary either to omit entirely or 
only partially provide for a large number of improve- 
ments, many of which are no doubt deserving of early 
attention.” Section 3 provides for the organization, in 





the office of the Ohief of Engineers, of a board of five 
engineer officers, whose duty it shall be to examine the 
reports upon examinations and surveys ordered by Con- 
gress, and submit recommendations thereon. Also to ex- 
amine, either of their own accord, or upon request 
transmitted to the Chief of Engineers by the Committee 
on Rivers and Harbors of the House of Representatives, 
or the Committee on Commerce of the Senate, projects 
heretofore adopted. The object sought by the creation 
of this board is to secure greater uniformity in the 
recommenedations and reports relating to various proj- 
ects in the country, and the examination of existing 
projects the further prosecution of which is considered 
questionable. Section 10 authorizes the Secretary of 
War to extend the time for completion of any bridge 
the construction of which is authorized by Congress, 
whenever he shall deem the reason for such extension to 
be sufficient, and Section 11 to prescribe regulations 
governing the speed of vessels in navigable channels 
which have been improved under the authority of Con- 
gress whenever, in his judgment, the public necessity 
requires such regulations. The Act of July 5, 1889, 
creating the Missouri River Commission, is repealed. 
For the removal of Henderson Point near the Navy 
Yard, Portsmouth, N. H., $200,000 is appropriated 
toward a total expenditure of $549,000, to be expended 
under the direction of the Secretary of the Navy. A 
board of engineers is to be appointed to determine as 
to building a lock ship canal connecting Puget Sound 
with Lakes Union and Washington, to report at the next 
session of Congress. The Secretary of the Navy is to 
have $150,000 to improve the harbor of San Luis d’Apra, 
island of Guam. A board of engineers is to make sur- 
veys of all possible routes and report upon a waterway 
of not less than sixteen feet depth from Norfolk Harbor, 
Va., to Beaufort Inlet, N.C. 
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It is a scorching reproach to the parsimony of the 
Government that Capt. Charles BE. Clark, U.S.N., whom 
the President selected to represent the Navy at the coro- 
nation of King Edward, has been obliged to decline the 
appointment for the reason that no funds are available 
to pay his necessary expenses. The niggardly refusal of 
Congress to make some provision for the representatives 
of the Army and Navy at the coronation ceremonies is a 
base reflection upon the dignity, patrotism and good taste 
of the American people. And in the case of Captain 
Clark it places him in the painful position of having to 
remind the public that his many years of splendid devo- 
tion to his country have not been rewarded sufficiently 
to enable him to defray from his personal means the 
expense of a mission in which he would naturally be 
expected to maintain himself in the matter of expen- 
diture on an equality with the representatives of other 
nations. There is no more justice in requiring Captain 
Clark to pay his expenses in London out of his own 
pocket than there would be in requiring him to pay the 
expenses of a warship he was ordered to command. Hap- 
pily, in Rear Admiral John C. Watson who has been 
named for the mission, the Government has a representa- 
tive who is worthy of the best traditions of the Navy 
and whose appointment will be heartily approved every- 
where. 
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In the course of Secretary Long’s recent statement be- 
fore the House Committee on Naval Affairs the proposed 
appropriation of $400,000 for a chapel at the Naval 
Academy came up for consideration, and a member of the 
Committee, Mr. Mudd, mentioned his pending amendment 
reducing the amount to $100,000, adding that he under- 
stood that the Secretary had not yet approved any con 
tract for the building. The Secretary said: “I hav« 
ordered the Bureau of Navigation to hold up the contract 
for the present. I would like to say while this is called 
a chapel, it is really a central building in the new aggre- 
gation of buildings which makes perhaps the finest mili- 
tary institution in the world. I would like to see a hand- 
some chapel building there. It is not merely a chapel, 
but should be also a memorial building for memorial ser- 
vices and to contain pictures, statues, relics, and souve- 
nirs of great heroic events.” Secretary Long also stated 
that he had always been sorry that the appropriation 
was so large, but that the proposed structure would har- 
monize with the other new buildings of the Academy. 
“I think it is all right in that sense,” he continued. “It 
would be entirely harmonious and be the crowning feature 
of this aggregation of buildings, which will be very fine. 
I have no doubt some time you will erect it.” Mr. Mudd 
said that he had not fully resolved to press his amend- 
ment, “but,” he added laconically, “it struck me we 
might worship God at a little cheaper rate.” 

Comparative tests of various systems of wireless teleg- 
raphy are being made by officers of the Army and 
Navy with a view to the adoption of the best system 
for both services. Lieut. Albert M. Beecher and Lieut. 
John M. Hudgins both of the Bureau of Equipment, U. 
S.N., are conducting experiments with the Fessenden- 
Moore system at Roanoke Island, N.C., where there is 
a station in communication with another station at 
Cape Hatteras. Rear Admiral Royal B. Bradford, 
Chief of the Bureau of Equipment has not yet ap- 
proved of any system for the use of the Navy, but is 
arranging for practical tests of all systems in communi- 
cation between Washington and Annapolis. For these 
tests a mast 150 feet high has already been raised at 





the Washington Navy Yard and a similar one 
raised at the Naval Academy... The experimen 
be made throughout the summer. General Greely 
Capt. Edgar Russel of the Signal Corps wi ex- 
periments with the Fessenden-Moore system in W 
ington on April 23. General Greely has postponed the 
opening of bids for wireless telegraphy apparatus for 
use in Alaska aud no contracts will be awarded until 
the relative merits of the rival systems have been more 
fully demonstrated. 
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Some very important changes in the duties and sta- 
tions of officers in the office of the Quartermaster 
General of the Army have been ordered. Immediately 
after the return to Washington General Bird, recently 
promoted to that rank, will be placed on the retired 
list upon his own application, after more than forty 
years’ service. General Bird is the organizer of the 
present efficient transport service of the Army and has 
been in active charge of that branch since the Spanish 
war. Major Oscar F. Long, recently detached from 
duty in charge of the transport service at San Fran- 
cisco, this week reported reported at the War Depart- 
ment and it is generally understood that he will as- 
sume complete charge of tke entire service upon the 
retirement of General Bird. Major M. C. Martin, for 
many years in charge of the branch of the Quarter- 
master’s Department devoted to barracks and build- 
ings, has been ordered to Manila for duty. He has 
been succeeded at the War Department by Major 
George Ruhlen. 








The case of General Crozier has not yet been settled 
by the Senate, although it was the expectation that defin- 
ite action would be taken on April 24.' That day was set 
by the Senate for the consideration in executive session of 
General Crozier’s nomination, but immediately after the 
Senate convened Senator Proctor presented a resolution 
calling upon the Secretary of War to furnish the Senate 
with all reports made by Artillery officers relative to the 
Crozier-Buffington gun carriage. The resolution was 
adopted, and it was decided that the consideration of the 
matter would be indefinitely postponed in order to allow 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs additional time 
for investigation. This means that since the adverse re- 
port was submitted to the Senate several of the members 
of the committee have become very doubtful as to its jus- 
tice. The War Department is working with great energy 
in behalf of General Crozier, and present indications are 
that General Crozier will be confirmed. The Department 
believes that a majority of the senators are.in favor of 
confirmation, and is hoping now that several of the mem- 
bers of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs who 
voted against confirmation have changed their views and 
are favorable to General Crozier’s interests.

The installation of Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler as 
president of Columbia University, New York, was 
distinguished by the presence of President Roose- 
velt, the first occasion on which a like honor 
has been bestowed upon this ancient institution since 
the appearance of Washington at an installation 113 
years ago. Apart from the presence of the Chief 
Magistrate, the occasion was a noteworthy one and 
the new President received cordial greetings from 
distinguished representatives of other institutions of 
learning, including Colonel Mills, of the Military 
Academy, and Captain Chadwick of the Naval War 
College. President Butler is a man just turning forty, 
and, if his life is spared, he will have abundant time 
in which to fulfil the high promise of a successful 
career which is found in his character and his special 
fitness for the office which he is to fill. In him energy 
and force of character are united with the scholarship 
expected in one who presides over the destinies of a 
great institation of learning. 
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The bill introduced into the Senate by General Haw- 
ley, S 5380, the text of which is given elsewhere, en- 
larges the power of the lieutenant general. It also 
limits the number of electrician sergeants to 125, in- 
creases the number of first-class sergeants of the Signal 
Corps to 180, extends for another year the authority to 
appoint surgeons of Volunteers in the Philippines, gives 
officers of Artillery promoted to fill original vacancies 
their proper lineal rank, and authorizes the appointment 
of ten cadets at large annually. 








The Military Service Institution has created four 
annual prizes of $50 and $25 each for short papers, 
viz.; “Hancock” for Infantry, “Buford” for Cavalry, 
“Hunt” for Artillery, and “Fry” for general subjects. 
The Hancock Prize for 1902 has been awarded to Capt. 
M. F. Steele, 6th U.S. Cav., and Capt. EB. M. Lewis, 20th 
U.S. Inf., for the best and second best papers respectively. 





, Acting Secretary of War Sanger has this week ap- 
pointed a board of officers consisting of Major Gen.’S. B. 
M. Young, Col. Wallace F. Randolph, Artillery Corps, and 
Major Henry A. Greene, Assistant Adjutant General, to 
meet in Washington at the call of the president of the 
board, for the purpose of examining applications and 
recommendations for medals of honor.

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SPNATOR HAWLEY’S ARMY BILL. 


The following bill was introduced in the Senate on 
April 22: 


S 5380, Mr. Hawley: To increase the efficie of the 
Army. That whenever in the opinion of the dent 
the public interests may req » and efficiency and 
economy will result therefrom, he may di that the 
funds appropriated for the ter’s, Subsistence 
or Pay departments be placed to the credit of the dis- 
dursing officers of any one of these three departments. 
Said disbursing officer shall be authorized, regardiess 
of his department, to disburse the funds of the Quarier- 
master’s, Subsistence, or Pay departments under such 
regulations as the Secretary of War may prescribe. 
These regulations shall not contravene the regulations 
of the accounting officers of the Treasury Department 
or existing laws. 


Sec. 2. That subject to the command of the President 
and general direction of the Secretary of War, the Lieu- 
tenant General shall exercise command over the mili- 
tary forces of the United States, shall issue ‘Arm 
orders,’”’ and direct inspections of the troops. He shall 
be charged with the instruction, training, discipline, and 
distribution of the Army; with the preparation and 
maintenance of detailed plans for the mobilization of 
the milita forces; with the preparation and mainten- 
ance of schemes of offensive and defensive operations, 
and with collecting and compiling military information. 
It will be his duty to see that the Army is at all times 
suitably and properly supplied and equipped, and that 
the munitions of war are of the best material and of 
suitable character. He will recommend suitable persons 
for promotions and for military honors and rewards. 
He will be assisted*in his duties by, and his orders will 
be conveyed and executed through the agency of, the 
general officers holding commands and the general staff 
of the Army. 

Sec, 3. That the officers intrusted with the disburse- 
ment of funds for the subsistence of the Army are here- 
by authorized to keep, at their own risk, in their per- 
sonal possession for disbursement such _ restricted 
amounts of subsistence funds for caetitates payments 
of small amounts to public creditors as shall from time 
to time be authorized by the Secretary of War. 


Sec. 4. That the Secretary of War may cause to be 
sold at public auction, under regulations to be pre- 
scribed by him, such subsistence in good condition in- 
tended for issue or for sales to officers and enlisted men 
as may from time to time accumulate at any subsistence 
depot, military post, or in the field in excess of amounts 
required for use, and which can not with economy and 
advantage be shipped to other subsistence depots, posts, 
or places for military uses, the proceeds to be immedi- 
ately available for general disbursement, under the ap- 
propriation for subsistence of the Army current at the 
time of sale, for any of the objects contemplated by that 
appropriation. 

Sec. 5. That the whole number of electrician ser- 
geants in the Army shall be limited to 125, who shall 
have the same pay and allowances as first-class ser- 
geants of the Signal Corps, and who shall be assigned to 
duty as the interests of the service may require. 

Sec. 6. That the President may, in his discretion, in- 
crease the number of first-class sergeants of the Signal 
Corps to 180: Provided, That thig authority shall extend 
only for the period of emergency during which the ser- 
vice of said first-class sergeants shall be necessary, and 
thereafter the number of first-class sergeants in the 
Signal Corps shall be limited to the number fixed in the 
Act approved Feb. 2, 1901: Provided further, That here- 
after second-class privates of the Signal Corps shall be 
designated as privates, and said change of destination 
shail not affect the pay and allowances of the said 
second-class privates as now authorized by law. 

Sec. 7. That so much of section 18, Act of Feb. 2, 1901, 
as authorizes the President to appoint for duty in the 
Philippine Islands 50 surgeons of volunteers with the 
rank of major, and 150 assistant surgeons of volunteers 
with the rank and pay of captain, mounted, for a period 
of two years, is hereby extended one year: Provided, 
That whenever, in the opinion of the Secretary of War, 
their services are no longer necessary, these volunteer 
medical officers shall be discharged the service. 

Sec. 8. That whenever any vessel used or owned by 
the Government of the United States as an Army trans- 
port shali be sold, such vessel shall be deemed a vessel 
of the United States and be entitled to be registered and 
enrolled as if built in the United States. 

Sec. 9. That whenever the Secretary of War makes or 
approves a contract with the owners of a vessel of the 
Unitea States for the carriage of troops or military 
stores, he shall be authorized to require a stipulation in 
said contract under which he shall have authority in 
case of military necessity to take possession of such 
vessel and operate the same for military purposes, upon 
a reasonable charter price, to be fixed in the contract 
or to be ascertained thereafter, as occasion shall arise, 
by appraisement. 

Sec. 10. That officers of artillery promoted to fill origi- 
nal vacancies created or caused in the artillery branch 
of the Army by the Act approved Feb. 2, 1901, shall 
take rank from that date in the same manner as offi- 
cers of cavalry or infantry promoted to fill original 
vacancies of that date created or caused in their re- 
spective branches of the service by said Act. 

Sec, 11. That the number of cadets authorized to be 
appointed by the President from the United States at 
large shall be 10 per annum, but the total number of 
cadets at large at the Military Academy at any one time 
shall not exceed 40. 





GENERAL CHAFFEE’S HARD TASK. 


Major General Adna R. Chaffee, U.S.A., commanding 
the Division of the Philippines, has sent a communication 
to the War Department which sheds much light upon 
the difficult tasks undertaken by the American forces in 
those islands. General Chaffee’s letter was written at 
Manila on March 17, the day that Major Waller of the 
Marine Corps was placed on trial before a mixed court- 
martial on charges of executing natives of Samar without 
authority. The General says of this case: 

“The cause of the execution is alleged to be that the 
natives turned on the marines in the mountains and tried 
to take the life of Lieutenant Williams. The natives 
came out of the mountains with the command, however, 
and when sent to Basey from Tacloban it was reported 
to Major Waller that they had assaulted Lieutenant 
Williams of the Marine Corps and in other ways turned 
traitors to the command. Major Waller, on what I think 
a very slight inquiry, ordered them executed. They were 
his prisoners at the time and of course should have been 
tried, if believed to be guilty of the offense alleged. I am 
investigating one or two other instances where it is 
alleged prisoners have been shot. 

“While at Vigan I received a despatch about the Mo- 
rong disturbances and replied from there. Such incidents 
need not occasion much anxiety, they are liable to occur 
in various provinces for a year or so, for it must be 
remembered that very many of the people like ladronism, 
as we call it out here, and perhaps think it easier to make 
a living by theft rather than honest toil. 

“Since November Ist we have abandoned 212 stations. 
This has been accomplished mainly by withdrawing de- 
tachments into the station of the captain. General Bell 
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continues to capture arms and men in the 3rd Brigade 
as well as receiving surrenders almost daily. Since De- 
cember he has secured nearly 2,500 guns of various kinds 
and I presume that at least 3,000 men have been captured 
or surre in the same time. To show how difficult 
it is to accomplish our task down there, we are daily 
finding arms and picking up men and receiving surren- 
ders on the very ground that has been most carefully 
covered or gone over with a large force spread out during 
the first two weeks of January. What we are getting 
now were secreted then, and we have no knowledge that 
even we shall succeed entirely in obtaining all the arms 
secreted there, or throughout the country. It is very 
important that we get hold of all the arms possible, for 
it is with these arms that the ladrones will create trouble 
when military operation ceases. In Cavite Province, 
which adjoins Manila, we are satisfied that there are many 
arms secreted, but these will probably remain hidden for 
a long time. ‘ 

“I think I mentioned in one of my artoms letters that 
General Bell had met on the road Major Luna of Mal- 
var’s staff, and that he turned him loose to visit Malvar 
in order to have a talk with him. Since then we have 
heard nothing of Malvar or Major Luna. I send you a 
copy of a telegram received from General Bell day before 
yesterday. Senor Dancel called on me and requested that 
a letter he had written to Malvar be sent to him or, as 
he preferred, be taken to him by himself. It appears that 
Dancel has lately been in Hong Kong, where he had a 
talk with the Junta. The Junta authorized him to say to 
Malvar that he might surrender; that they believed he 
ought to do so, as it. was now to the advantage of the 
Junta and the Philippine people that_hostilities should 
cease, otherwise the Congress of the United States was 
not likely to do anything in a political way for the 
islands. It seems somewhat remarkable that this Junta 
would not write a letter to Malvar and append their sig- 
natures to it in order that it might be presented as evi- 
dence which could not be disputed, but this they would 
not do, so it seems to me that they are not honest men. 
Last fali they instructed to prolong the war in order to 
force the United States to legislate for their independence ; 
at least they believed they would gain that in a political 
way by prolonging the war. 

“Under the instructions of the Junta Malvar has re- 
mained out and has carried on the war. Now they have 
changed tactics and want the war to cease, but they are 
unwilling to append theier signatures to a paper which 
will convince Malvar of their sincerity. Malvar himself 
is suspicious of everybody, his neighbors and friends, and 
you will see from General Bell’s despatch it is next to 
impossible to communicate with him. Lukban, since his 
arrest, has written many letters to his officers still in the 
woods, advising them to surrender. These have been sent 
out by General Smith to the parties to whom addressed, 
and we hear that they will have a conference somewhere 
near the head of the Gandara River to talk matters over. 

“We hear also that Guevarra, who was next in com- 
mand in Samar to Lukban instead of Abuke, as I men- 
tioned in my last letter, has issued orders forbidding offi- 
cers to pay any attention to communications they may 
receive from Lukban, as he is no longer in a situation to 
advise them or give them directions. If this be true of 
course we hava another party to contend with down 
there, and I think it probable it is true. It is on this 
scheme that the insurrecto government is built up; like 
a regiment, it always has a commanding officer. Since 
Lukban has been captured, a captain, lieutenant, 140 
bolomen, about 20 riflemen, one iron cannon and 21 rifles 
have been surrendered to Captain Bell at Laguan, which 
is on the north end of Samar.” 

As noted in our columns last week, Malvar has sur- 
rendered, and Guevarra’s surrender is being arranged. 





“OIVIL WAR” RETIREMENTS. 
To the Editor of Tue ArMy AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In the consideration of projected legislation for retire- 
ment from active service of those officers who partici- 
pated in the Civil War, it may be wise to keep in view 
three cardinal points: First, the interest of the nation— 
the taxpayer; second, the interest of the War Depart- 
ment; third, the interest of the “Civil War” officer. 

We may assume that the American taxpayer will not, 
at this late day, begrudge to the handful of war veterans 
now carried on the Army lists, the small increase of pay 
sought for the proper comfort of the few years yet left 
to us; and with the taxpayer, all interest in the matter, 
beyond the natural and very American spirit of generosity 
to those who contributed at a critical period to the sal- 
vation of the life of what is to-day the wealthiest and 
most powerful nation on the face of the globe, centers 
in the probable increase therefrom in the annual Army 
estimate. And it appears proper in this connection to 
assert that the “Civil War” officer is not strictly seeking 
“an additional grade,” but rather the small increase of 
pay that such promotion might afford to him on the 
retired list. ; : 

It is stated that on the active list of he Army there 
are at the present time some 180 officers (none below the 
rank of major) who may be termed “Civil War” offi- 
cers, i. e., officers who saw service during that war. We 
may consider that of the above-mentioned 180, none is 
below 53 years of age, and that all, with exception, pos- 
sibly, of some half dozen, have had at least from thirty- 
five to forty years of service under the flag. 

In case of retirement with “an additional grade,” the 
increased allowances will be as follows: 


Class. Yearly. Monthly. Daily. 
Major as lieutenant colonel..... $375.00 $31.25 $1.37 
Lieutenant colonel as colonel.... 375.00 31.25 1.27 
Colonel as brigadier general..... 750.00 62.50 2.54 


If the entire 180 should be at once retired, with “an 
additional grade,” and, for the purpose of this estimate, 
with assignments to the three grades in about equal pro- 
portion, the increase in the yearly Army appropriations 
would not exceed $100,000—surely a small sum when 
We regard the reward due the “veterans” of our magnifi- 
cent republic, and the splendid efficiency now sought for 
a world-mode] military establishment. 

For the purpose of this brief communication, we shall 

lace “efficiency of the Army” as tne sole interest of the 

Yar Department in the matter; and we shall assume 
that such legislation is desired as shall eliminate in the 
retirements proposed all possible chance for the exercise 
of “pull” on part of the officer, or “favor” or “personal 
prejudice” on part of any bureau chief. In such view. 
then, the present phrases, “faithful service,” “by and 
with the advice of the Senate,” etc., should be omitted 
from all bills. It is very clear that a “major” with 
“friends at court” might be “nursed along,” notwith- 
standing age and possible disability for field work. to 
the rank of “colonel,” with a view to retirement as 
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“brigadier general.” It is to be presumed, as well, that 
an officer whose name has been borne on the Trolls of the 
Army from thirty-five to forty or more years, has beep 
entirely loyal in harge of his duties. 

It is thought that a very simple amendment of Secs, 
1243 and 1254, R.S., might satisfy the r of “efficiency 
of the Army”’—an a mt reading someWhat as 
follows : : 

“When any officer whose name was borne, on Apri] 21, 
1898, on the official Army Register, with a record therein 
of service at any time duri the period commencing 
March 4, 1861, and ending April 9, 1 has been thirty. 
five years, or more, in service, he shall, if he makes appii- 
cation therefor to tne President, be retired therefrom and 
placed upon the retired list, with the grade next above 
that to which he belonged at the time of his retirement; 
Provided, that no officer of the Army shall hereafter he 
promoted to the grade of lieutenant colonel or colone| 
until he shall have been examined by a board of mili- 
tary surgeons and pronounced physically qualified to per. 
form all his duties in the field; and provided further, 
that for. the purposes of this act only the provisions of 
Sec. 1263, R.S., shall be held void.” 

To those who desire to push (in opposition to the prac- 
tice of Europe) “youthful and inexperienced minds” to 
the front, there are two havens of vantage that must be 
sought for success: First, a limit of service at which 
the war veteran shall be retired on his application should 
appear in the proposed legislation; and such limit of ser- 
vice ought not to exceed thirty-five years ; and, second, all 
limitation on the retired list should be removed. It js 
now apparently assumed by law that the casualties, for 
retirement, from wounds or other disability, in a largely 
increased establishment, and in a continual state of war, 
shall not exceed the annual mortality and age transfers 
of the present limited retired list, and, as a result, the 
excess remains in service, “padding” the effective strength 
of all returns. 

Finally, we desire to refer to the interest of the 
“veteran.” It may be asserted, without fear of contra- 
diction, that our service-worn officers, as a , are not 
seeking “the stars” for enjoyment of the title of “gen- 
eral.” Few have amassed a competetice during their years 
of duty, ana the question becomes simply one of money. 4 
In such view, a very simple plan would be to base all 
“Civil War” retirements on a scale ofpay, in which the 
longevity increase shall be 2 per cent. for each year of 
service; and on such plan, it mav be said in parenthesis, 
those now on the retired list could well join forces with 
their brethren on the active list, who have “borne the 
heat of the day” in Cuba, China and the Philippines. 
For example: Suppose a major (“Civil War” veteran), 
of thirty-eight years’ service, applies for retirement. Let 
him be placed on the list as major, not as lieutenant 
colonel, and let his pay be figured, on the actual number 


of years at 2 per cent. We have: 
Pay proper as major........... $2,500.00 
Thirty-eight years at 2 per cent.— 
8” rare eyrirn 1900.00 $4,400.00 
Retired pay, 75 per cent.. $3,300.00 


If retired under system of “additional grade,” we have: 
Maximum pay as lieutenant 
colonel ....... ee oer $4,000.00 


Retired pay, 75 per cent... $3,000.00 


It is true that there would be a slight increase, under 
the “entire service longevity” plan, over that of the “addi- 
tional grade ;” but, after all is said, the former is more 
fair, in that the pay is more equitably adjusted to actual 
service, and the main increase would go only to lieutenant 
colonels and colonels on the list—always well-advanced in 
years, and, by limitation of the present pay-table, de- 
prived for many years of their full 40 per cent. longevity. 

It may, therefore appear desirable that. no “additional 
grade” be authorized, but, rather, that a slight increase of 
pay should be provided by “entire service longevity” 
allowance, Sec. 1263 R.S. being amended for the purpose.

HOW THE CONCENTRATION POLICY WORKS. 


Commissary General Weston has recently received a 
very interesting letter from Col. Charles A. Woodruff? 
Chief Commissary of the Division of the Philippines, 
dated March 17, 1902, which states in part as follows: 

“We are getting along very nicely in supplying rice 
to the natives who are concentrated in Batangas and 
Laguna provinces. Last week, in company with General 
Wheaton, I visited Binan, Calamba, Santo Tomas. 
Tanauan and Lipa, and the way the concentration of 
the natives is carried out uv there is a credit to the 
United States Army. Generals Wheaton and Bell both 
deserve a great deal of credit. Instead of being called 
‘camps of concentration’ the proper name would be 
camps of instruction and sanitation.’ The different bar 
rios, or little villages, are gathered—each barrio on 4 
street or avenue by itself. Then these different ave 
nues are separated by about 200 feet from their back 
yards, where they do their cooking, burn up the offal. 
ete. They have their fire brigades, armed with buckets 
of bamboo, about six or eight feet long. These are 
grouped on racks every two or three hundred feet, and 
every house is required to keep two of these filled at 
night. The houses are about as comfortable as those 





they were required to vacate. They all have an abund- 
ance of food, either collected by themselves or furnished 
by the military authorities. 

“The inhabitants are most resnectful and very chee 
ful looking. They all have the appearance of beiné 
well fed. No indications of sullenness or discontent 
Their herds are taken out to graze, and altogether I 
really think, outside of a military standpoint, the native 
will be decidedly improved by virtue of having lived in 
these well-regulated camps of instruction and s:nita 
tion. e very poor are much better off in every wa 
than they ever were before, and they are subject by the 
military to less tyranny than formerly by the headmen 
From a military standpoint, of course, the concentra 
tion has been most valuable and has resulted in bring 
ing in nearly every gun and every insurgent behind ! 
who has not fled to the provinces of Cavite and T2 
bayas, which are under the control of the civil gove 
ment.”

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HOUSE PASSED FORTIFICATION BILL. 


The Fortification bill, H. R. 13359, of which we gave 
an outline in our issue of April 5, page 783, was passed 
py the House on April 19. The bill carries $6,562,455, 
or $9,836,853 less than the estimates. The bill last 
year carried $7,414,633. The present bill therefore car- 
ries $852,000 less than the bill of last year. 

The following amendment was added to the bill and 
passed with it: “To enable the Government to secure 
the use of the high explosive ‘thorite,’ the Secretary of 
War is hereby authorized and directed to purchase the 
entire and exclusive right for the United States to man- 
ufacture and use the high explosive ‘thorite:’ Pro- 
vided, That all, formulae, data, and facts relating to 
said process and necessary to the successful manufact- 
ure of said ‘thorite’ shall placed in the possession of 
the uay of helt gy Ss = same =n 
be made. e sum ‘or the sa u 
directed to be taken from the appropriation of $100,000 
made by the act of Congress ‘making appropriations for 
fortifications and other works of defense,’ approved 
March 1, 1901, for the purpose of securing the high ex- 
plosive ‘thorite’ and the Isham high-explosive shell.” 

A letter for Secretary Root in regard to the Isham 
shell and thorite was read, in which he said, under 
date of April 15: “The Ordnance Department advised 
against the purchase as to both. The Board of Ord- 
nance and Fortification advised against the purchase 

¢ the Isham shell by a vote of four to two, and di- 
vided equally—three to three—upon the purchase of 
thorite. Under these circumstances, I have not con- 
sidered myself justified in making the purchase of 
either. I approved the recommendation for compensa- 
tion to Dr. Tuttle, because I think that his long and 
‘faithful labors, in conjunction with many officers of 
the United States, in seeking to develop a practical 
igh explosive, merited reward, and were probably of 
material use in the development of the art to which they 
related; and I think that a just exercise of the powers 
vhich Congress possesses, but the Secretary of War 
loes not possess, should lead to a pot of reasonable 
nd even liberal compensation to Dr. Tuttle’s heirs. 
‘he Board of Ordnance and Fortification, since its ac- 
‘ion above mentioned, has recommended a further test 
of the Isham shell, and that recommendation has been 
approved.” 

Representative Bell spoke in regard to the proposed 
purchase of the Isham shell and thorite, saying in part: 
“The Isham shell and this discovery were supposed to 
be good, and I believe they are. The difficulty has 
irisen between two of the boards of this Government. 
We have got now a Bureau of Ordnance. We have in 
\ddition a Board of Ordnance and Fortification. We 
have had this anomaly throughout this controversy. 
The business of the organization of the Bureau of Ord- 
nance and Fortification is to determine types. They 
vo in and vote on a type, and while the Chief of the 
Bureau of Ordnance and maybe one or two usually 
vote one way, and all these members vote the other 
way, and almost invariably the War Department takes 
the vote of one, two, or three and follows that, pro- 
vided the Ohief of the Bureau of Ordnance is in the 
minority. That is the condition, and an unfortunate 
condition. This fight between the two boards seems to 
have been the difficulty. The cheep has always ben 
made that you could not get anything adopted before 
the Bureau of Ordnance that was not discovered by 
some member of the board itself. A number of them 
have been interested in these patents. That is the oc- 
casion largely of the organization of the other board. 
The other board was organized for the purpose of 
adopting these types; but when it adopts a type the 
War Department rarely, if it ever, follows it. The in- 
formation we got in examining Dr. Lewis, the secre- 
tary of the Board of Fortifications, and the General 
of the Army was that thorite is to-day the best ex- 
plosive known to man. General Crozier on most every 
proposition stands on one side, and sometimes he has 
one, but rarely two, with him. The balance of the 
board are on the other side, but the War Department 
almost invariably follows the chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance, even when he stands alone in his recom- 
mendations. And, strange to say, in this entire war 
between these boards, whatever they may say about the 
General of the Army, when they have organized boards, 
the other members largely have gone with the General, 
with the exception of the Chief of the Bureau of Ord- 
nance.”

SECRETARY LONG’S STATEMENT. 

In the course of his statement before the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs on April 19 the Secretary of the 
Navy explained the necessity of an appropriation for the 
Emergency Fund, but added that the estimate of $300,000 
was too large and suggested that the amount be fixed at 
$100,000. The allowance of $6,200 to provide for a 
school teacher, a deputy collector of customs and crew 
and a judge of a court of first instance for the Island of 
Guam should be granted, the Secretary urged, for the 
reason that the 6,000 or 7,000 people of the island were 
entitled to some other tribunal than a military court. 
They needed a teacher, too. “As soon as possible,” said 
the Secretary, “the island should be under civilian ad- 
ministration, because I do not think it is desirable to have 
military control where an island is at peace and com- 
fortable and happy.” ’ ' 

As to the estawushment of a naval experimental station 
as recommended by ‘tear Admiral Melville, Chief of the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering, the Secretary said: “I 
am very heartily in sympathy with Admiral Melville in 
the desirability of establishing this experimental station. 
Ever since the ersonnel bill was passed all our officers 
are expected to be familiar with engineering, as well as 
other duties on board ship. Ships to-uay are moved by 
machinery, whereas the ships in old days were moved by 
sails, and there was oftentimes as much heroism and 
credit to the naval officer in the old days in sailing the 
ship as in fighting it. The naval officer who has charge 
of one of our great ae ought to be familiar with t 
moving power of that ship. All this is elementary; you 
all agree to it. Therefore it seems to me it is well to 
have this experimental station for the education of our 
men who are going to take charge of our ships. I agree 
— with Admiral Melville about that.”

ncerning the increase of the Navy 

“A couple of battleships, a couple of first-class 
armored cruisers, and some gunboats are what we most 
desire. The gunboats are exceedingly useful. That has 
been shown by recent events in South America, especiall- 
at the Isthmus and San Domingo. You can send one of 
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those little boats wherever you want, where you do no 
want force so much as the . It has never seemed de- 
sirable to outline a program defining the limits which the 
Navy should reach. of the vessels I am 
now recommending would have a displacement of about 
16,500 tons. I am governed very much by the advice 
of the Board of Construction, which consists of men who 
are thoroughly up in this matter, who make a thorough 
study of it, and they recommend 16,000-ton battleships. 
I should be disposed to rely upon their judgment in that 
respect. We have a great many shallow waters. The 
gunboats should be of about 1,000 or 1,200 tons each.” 

In reply to questions Secretary Long said he thought it 
was true that the British Government had adopted the 
Holland type of submarines and had ordered the buildin: 
of several vessels of that class. As for the construction 
of such boats for the United States Navy, the Secretary 
said: “I am of the same opinion as last year; finish 
those you have ordered and see how they work. I do not 
altogether agree with some of our bureau chiefs in their 
estimate of the submarine boat. I think this is a very 
important feature indeed, morally and physically, and 
in a military sense, and I have no doubt it will be devel- 
oped still more. Submarine navigation is in its infancy 
undoubtedly, and I do not see why there should not be the 
same development under the water as there is on the sur- 
face of the water and everywhere else; but I would go 
slow, and would not spend too much money building su 
marine boats. You are building half a dozen or more, 
= m= have time to look forward and see what those 
will do.” 

In considering the Secretary’s recommendation for the 
repeal of clauses 7 and 8 of the Navy Personnel Act, 
one providing for voluntarv retirement, the other referring 
* compulsory retirement, the following colloquy took 
place : 

_Mr. Dayton: Have you ever gone over the Personnel 
bill with a view to equalizing the number of officers in 
the Pay Corps, in the Engineer Corps, in the Construc- 
tion Corps, and in the Marine Corps, and all that sort of 
thing, with a view to modifying its provisions and in- 
creasing the Navy as the needs will require? 

Secretary Long: I think the naval constructors and 
the engineers should be increased. 

_ Mr. Dayton: That is the difficulty. We do not feel 
like taking up the Personnel bill by pieces and patches. 

Secretary ng: You mean to take the whole bill up? 

Mr. Dayton: Yes, sir. If you had a board which could 
go over the whole matter and suggest the changes that 
ought to be made in the Personnel bill, now, after four or 
five years of its operation, it would be well for us to take 
it up and consider these matters without committing our- 
selves. I want to ask if that idea has been suggested? 

Secretary Long: That idea has been suggested to me, 
but it has not been taken up ia the Department.

My dear Admiral: I thank you very much for your 
note of yesterday concerning a newspaper article which 
has been going the rounds of the press, I had observed 
it several times, but have done nothing about it. I 
thought of writing to you on one occasion, as I felt 
somewhat annoyed; however I did nothing. 

You may not know what took place at the Navy De- 
partment with a view of keeping you supplied with coal. 
Just before war was declared, when every nerve was 
being strained to supply ships with everything thev 
needed, the Secretary sent for me one day and asked 
what should be done to supply you with coal. I re- 
plied by saying “give him unlimited credit and tell him 
for the present to look out for himself and purchase 
all the coal he needs, and colliers to carry it.” I also 
said that I had consulted your pastors, Admiral 
MeNair, who was of the opinion that ample coal could 
be obtained for a time from Chinese merchants, de- 
livered wherever required if ample funds were at 
hand to pay the bills. 

As you know, as soon as Cavite was captured I 
rushed coal in from every direction, buying Australian 
coal first because it was the nearest. You may remem- 
ber that soon you had so much that you did not know 
what to do with it, and asked authority from the De 
partment to sell a portion. 

This story is a good one, but at my expense and un- 
true. I thank you for contradicting it.

In an article in Collier’s Weekly on “The Victory of 
Submarine ‘Shell Dodgers,’” John R. Spears, graduate 
of the Naval Academy and author of a history of the 
Navy, says: “All talk about the submarines seplacing 
other warships is as idle as that of their ability to compe 
nations to substitute arbitration for war. But they have 
unquestionably added to the dangers of naval war, and 
they have compelled naval officers to consider new tactics 
to take the place of the old style of blockading a harbor. 
In short, the submarine tor boat has at last, in spite 
of praiseworthy prejudice against its manner of war- 
fare, achieved an undisputed position as an efficient 
weapon of coast defense, and has compelled the naval 
officers of the world to give it serious consideration.” 

The Fore River Ship and Engine Oo. of Quiucy. 
Mass., offers 10,000 shares of preferred stock for public 
subscription at $100 per share; one share of common 
stock to be given as a bonus for every two shares of 
preferred subscribed. The $1,000,000 which this stock 
is expected to bring is to be put into additions to the 
plant or used as working capital. For seventeen years 
previous to its in ration in February, 1901, the bus- 
iness of the Fore River company was as a 
co-partnership by Messrs. T. A. Watson and yr. od 
Wellington. The battleships New Jersey and Rhode 
Island, the cruiser Des Moines and the torpedo boat 
destroyers Lawrence and Macdonough are now building 
for the Navy at the Fore River yards. 

The Hon. William Elliott made an earnest plea before 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs for an a 
tion of $159,750 to fit up the Port Royal stat or a 
naval station. Tnis would provide accommodations for 
1,000 men. The total appraised value of Port Royal is 
$949,000, but little or nothing could be got for the 
property as it stands, and it would cost more than it is 
worth to carry it awav. The appraised value of the 
useless dry dock is $518,000, but as it would have to be 
entirely rebuilt to be of any use, its actua: value is nil. 
Our remarks on the subject of this dock, at the time it 
was building, are instructive reading just now. 

After close competition with British firms an American, 
F. W. Horne, has, according to press despatches, received 
the contract for all interior fittings and supplies for fif- 
teen of the light draught vessels ordered by the insular 
Government at Manila from Chinese and Japanese ship- 
building firms. ‘These goods will be purchased in Cin- 
cinnati and other Eastern cities of the United States. 
Mr. Horne arrived at Vancouver, B.C., April 23, on the 
Empress of China, on his way to the Eastern States. 

As a concession to the demand of certain labor organi- 
zations that warships shall hereafter be built in the navy 
yards, an amendment has been added to the Naval cope 
priation bill which provides that one of the battles 2 
or armored cruisers authorized by that measure shall 
constructed in a Government yard. This amendment 
stipulates that a strict account shall be kept of the cost 
of all material and labor, in order that a test may be 
made of the relative cost of constructing vessels in public 
and private ship yards. Inasmuch as none of the navy 
yards has facilities for building vessels of the class pre- 
scribed an item was inserted in the bill appropriati 
$175,000 to fit one yard—probably the one at New Yor 
or the one at Norfolk—with the necessary equipment. 
Efforts were also made in behalf of another amendment 
authorizing the establishing of an armor plate plant under 
Government ownership, but these efforts failed. It was 
only a few days ago that the Secretary of the Navy 
strongly declared his opposition to the construction of 
warships at navy yards. ‘he bill as it then stood made 
it discretionary with him to construct any or all of the 
proposed ships at Government yards. The measure was 
then so changed as to make mandatory the construction 
of one vessel by the Government. 

Mr. Charles H. Cramp, of the Philadelphia firm of 
shipbuilders which bears his name, de es the investment 
of vast sums of American capital in foreign steamship 
lines. ee, he holds, the capitalists in control of 
these vast consolidations will equip their lines with splen- 
did express steamers of great cost and magnificence, and 
these vessels will be built in foreign yards with American 
money. The result of this policy, he continues, will be 
to increase the size of foreign shipyards—and to what 
end? “That they can construct for their own Govern- 
ments greater and more powerful war vessels, to be used 
against the United States should the occasion rise, in con- 
junction with the American vessels flying the foreign 
flag.” To avert such disastrous conditions Mr. Cramp 
earnestly wae a rational system of subsidies to encou 
American s ipbuilding. Unless this is done, os ‘ 
Cramp, American capital will develop foreign ards 
and then “the dream of an American merchant marine is 
over.” , 

Frederico Degetan, Resident Commissioner for Porto 
Rico, has presented to the chairman of the House Naval 
Committee an argument in favor of establishing our 
naval station in the West Indies in Porto Rico, either 
at San Juan or Guayanilla.

The case of Gunner Charles Morgan, of the Navy, who 
was recently rejected for promotion to the grade of chief 
gunner, has attracted considerable attention.

Magruder, Thomas M. Johnson and Frank Messen- 
ger. The report of the board was unanimous and stated

higher grade has been established to their satisfaction, 
but they are not satisfied as to his moral fitness, owing 
to his general reputation, and therefore do not recom- 
mend him .”" Morgan was also found dis- 
qualified for promotion by the medical board on account 
of defective vision. He is to have another examination 
for promotion to the rank of chief gunner, the Secretary - 
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of the Navy having ordered him before an pameregenss | 
board consisting of Chief Gunners Phelps, Lynch an 
Whitney. : 

Lieut. Commander Henry McCrea, U.S.N., command- 
ing the U.S.S. Machias has reported under date of 
Colon, April 23, to the Secretary of the Navy as fol- 
lows: “ as del Toro has’ been evacuated. The re- 
establishment of the former Government peacefully ac- 
complished. Forces have been withdrawn. Their duty 
was very well done. Shall await usual .conditions be- 
fore returning to Colon.” - 

Senor T. Estrada Palma, President-elect of the Cuban 
Republic, arrived at Gibara, Cuba, on April 20. It was 
from Gibara that Senor Palma was sent into exile by the 
Spaniards eighteen years ago. His return to the island 
has served as the occasion for great popular demonstra- 
tions. He will be inaugurated as President in the city 
of Havana on May 20. 

The Navy Department has this week received a cable- 
gram from Rear Admiral Remey announcing his departure 
on the Brooklyn from Gibraltar April 19. The Brooklyn 
will come direct to New York. 

Rear Admiral Francis M. Ramsay, U.S.N., and his 
fellow oflicers on the board appointed by the Secretary 
of the Navy to ascertain the amounts lost by con- 
tractors in building torpedo craft for the Government 
have field their report. They find that on_ sixteen 
destroyers tuere was an average loss of $87,459, a 
total of $1,399,344, while the loss on nine torpedo 
boats averaged $72,531, a total of $652,779, or a grand 
total of $2,052,123. The Bureau of Steam Engineering 
and the Bureau of Construction and Repair of the Navy 
Department, to which these estimates were referred, 
pronounce them fair and moderate. They say that the 
excess of cost over the contract prices to which the con- 
tractors were put was due to an increase in the price 
of material and the long periods that the vessels were 
under construction. The contractors ask to be reim- 
bursed to the amount of one-half the losses indicated 
above, and the whole matter has been submitted to 
Congress. ’ 

The Navy Department has been informed that_the 
U.S.S. Manila, 1,800 tons displacement, 75 ke 
2 guns, single screw, has sailed for the Pacifie coast 
via Guam and the island route, and her arrival is 
looked for some time in May. The Manila is one of 
the gunboats captured by Admiral Dewey’s fleet in 
May, 1898, and is coming to this country for needed 
repairs and modifications. 

After many months of delay and trials almost in- 
numerable, the torpedo boat Farragut has been sent 
to San Francisco and will be. further tested as to 
efficiency and speed. 

The U.S.T.S. Dixie has arrived at Havana, Cuba, 
and will reach New York within the next few weeks, 
and will probably transfer the larger part of her ap- 
prentices to other ships and will receive a fresh batch 
from the U.S. Training Station at Newport, R.I. 

Lieut. Comdr. F. W. Coffin, N.S.N., has been de- 
tached from the Topeka and transferred to the U.S.R.S. 
Wabash, at the Boston Yard, for duty as executive 
officer of that ship. 

Rear Admiral Frank Wildes, U.S.N., reports to the 
Navy ‘Department that he has_ hoisted his flag on 
board the U.S.F.S. Rainbow, Cavite, P.I., and has 
assumed command of the squadron in his immediate 
vicinity pending the rearrangement which will occur 
when Rear Admiral Frederick Rodgers, U.S.N., leaves 
the station for the home station. Much _ satisfaction 
has been expressed by the officers affected over the 
comfortable quarters with which the Rainbow has 
been supplied, and it is safe to say that few Com- 
manders in Chief have been better housed afloat than 
is Rear Admiral Wildes. 

First Lieut. James T. Bootes, U.S.M.C., who has 
been detached from duty at Cavite, with orders to 
proceed to the United States and report at headquar- 
ters for assignment, is noted as being the tallest officer 
in the Marine Corps, and at the time of his entering 
the Naval Academy he was the tallest candidate who 
ever appeared for the entering examination. He is 
some six inches over six feet. 

The U.S. steam collier Sterling has gone to Culebra 
with a cargo of Pocahontas coal for the North Atlantic 
Squadron to rendezvous at that point within the next 
few weeks. 

Lieut. William G. Miller. U.S.N., has been detached 
from the Illinois, and directed to hold himself in 
readiness for active duty in command of one of the 
torpedo boats as soon as those vessels are commissioned 
for sea service the coming summer. Lieutenant Mil- 
ler, who is a native of Richmond, Va., where his 
parents reside, is a son-in-law of Capt. B. H. McCalla, 
U.S.N. He has long been desirous of the command of a 
torpedo boat or destroyer. 

A naval recruiting station has been established at 
Pocatello, Idaho, and Lieut, J. P. Morton, U.S.N., 
has been placed in command of the station during the 
coming season. The prospects for obtaining good men 
from that part of the country are reported as being 
very good and it is the desire of the Navy Department 
to obtain as many enlisted men from the far interior 
as possible. 

The U.S. training ship Hartford has reported her 
arrival at St. Croix, American Antilles, and will cruise 
in that vicinity until the weather makes it feasible 
to arrive on the Atlantic coast. 

The Navy Department is advised that the U.S.F.S. 
Chicago has been docked at Brindisi and that her 
underwater fittings were found in good _ condition. 
The vessel was thoroughly cleaned and a double coat 
of anti-fouling composition applied over the entire 
wetted surface. From Brindisi the Chicago goes far- 
ther east until late in the season. 

The U.S.S. Helena has heen directed to proceed to 
Ningpo, China, and look after the interests of Ameri- 
can residents at that port which are being jeopardized 
by the proximity of the disturbances reported by our 
Consul there. 


Special orders 19 and 20, Navy Department, April 
1 and 15, 1902, nublishes decisions of tae Comptroller 
of the Treasury.

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SPEECH BY GENERAL BROOKE. 

General Brooke has given the anties a text for jubi- 
lant remarks by his speech at the St. George Society din- 
ner in New York, April 23, which they interpret to mean 
a justification of the alleged brutal treatment of Filipinos. 
As usual in such cases they misinterpret what was said, 
which was, in part, as follows: 

“Our web-footed men are highly popular and deservedly. 
The history of America and the nistory of Great Britain 
is the history of supremacy of the seas. We have differed 
at sea on several occasions, but there were Anglo-Saxons 
fighting Anglo-Saxons. In our last fight with a foreign 
nation the beauty of our Navy was not marred at Manila 
or Santiago. All our Navy had to do was to destroy. 

“At the outbreak of the war with Spain our Army was 
small, but it grew hugely at Santiago. It has grown 
greater in the Philippines. Our friends of Great Britain 
have experienced the same thing in South Africa. They 
know what war is in South Africa, and we know what it 
is in the Philippines. In the Philippines we have been 
fighting a people who did not understand the freedom we 
were bringing to them. They are learning. 

“Lord Kitchener is teaching the same lesson in South 
Africa. Lord Roberts won the war according to civilized 
methods. Then there was the stubborn guerrilla fighting, 
useless and hopeless. General Chaffee is experiencing 
the same thing in tne Philippines. 

“The Anglo-Saxon mind revolts at military government. 
I. as a soldier, don’t understand this when the cause is 
just and the fight for right. To the honor of the two 
nations both are for progress and civilization, freedom 
to all the nations of the earth. Our earnest prayers are 
for peace, but we know that there has never been any 
progress in civilization without war. I[t is strange but 
true that war precedes all advancement. You know the 
story of your heroes when they sang that song: ‘We 
drink to the dead already, and here’s to the next that 


dies” They were defending Anglo-Saxon women and 
children. I don’t love war. It is to be dreaded and 
abhorred. Sherman said that war was hell, and it is so. 


We hear of the water cure in the Philippines, and are told 
that it is brutality. How pitiable and wretched to say 
that the American soldier is doing wrong in the Philip- 
pines! He is blood-stained, treacherously murdered, and

dealing with savages. You have your pro-Boers in ae 
: an 


. in South Africa your soldiers, we have our 
expansionists here and our boys in the Orient. Both in 
martial manner are bearing the God-given message of free- 


dom. 
“For forty years I have at times been in battles against 


‘the aborigines, who slaughtered children and women. 


Where we fought there are peaceful valleys and mountain 
sides where men and women are happy in their work. 
If you .will go to South Africa and to the Philippines 
you will see similar work being done in the time and 
praying for peace.at night. Tne men in the armies 
are the most sincere in their prayers for the universal 
peace, and as an old. soldier I have warrant in saying this.” 











IMPROVEMENTS ON GOVERNORS ISLAND. 


The projected improvements on Governors Island, to 
which we alluded last week, and which are to be made 
on plans recommended by a board of Army officers and 
approved by the Secretary of War, include the following 
construction: Two brick storehouses for Quartermaster’s 


Department, and one each for the Subsistence and the 
Medical Departments, one office for the Ordnance De- 
partment, one electrical power house, an administration 
building, Department Heauquarters, and six double sets 
of quarters for officers. Provision is also made for 
moving and repairing the hospital buildings on the east 
side of the island, for constructing, moving and repairing 
other minor buildings, for a one-story increase in the 
height of the barracks in Fort Columbus, for repairs 
to the engineer dock at Castle William and the transfer 
of coal buildings and for a wharf along the sea wall to- 
gether with the necessaryedredging in front of the same. 
The estimated cost of these works is $710,000. 
project also provides for the enlargement of the island by 
constructing a 5,000 lineal foot crib dike and filling with 
4,000,000 cubic yards of sand filling, the whole to cost 
$885,000, thus bringing the cost of the entire scheme 
of improvements up to $1,595,000. Certain pro 
modifications of the plans outlined above, including the 
destruction of Castle William and Fort Columbus, were 
disapproved by the Board.

leeply wounded by the General’s remarks, expressed 
atisfaction with the President’s action and signified his 
villingness to let the matter dron. It is announced that 
teneral Funston has sent assurances to the War De- 
vartment that henceforth he will refrain from discuss- 
ng Philippine affairs in his public speeches. He is 


juoted as saying when the President's letter was 
srought to his attention: “I think it possibly refers 
© my remarks on the Philippines at the Sons of the 
American Revolution banquet last Saturday night. I 
aid nothing there but what I had said before, and_the 
nanner in which I was introduced by_General Hale 
1aturally called for remarks on the Philippines. If 
4, ny remarks on that occasion are not satisfactory to my 
chief I regret it. I am the last man to do anything 
»wrejudicial to military discipline, but, as I said at the 
ibove mentioned reception, when I talk on the Philip- 
ine question I am liable to lose my temper. But truth 
loes not always lie at the bottom of the well. Until 
‘ hear from President Roosevelt I have nothing to say 
ro or con, 
General Funston frankly admits that he has talked 
oo much, but holds that some of the newspapers have 
nisconstrued his words. He regrets that his remarks 
.oncerning Senator Hoar were offensive and says: “I 
lid not mean that Senator Hoar was more despicable 
han a demagogue. I meant to pay the Senator a 
‘compliment and remove him as far from demagogy 
is possible, for I have always had the highest regard 
‘or him.

foreign wars. As for Canada, the provides that 
she shall raise four Army Corps of 150,000 men, and it 
the British military au- 
thorities that the pride which the excellent services of 
the Canadian troops in South Africa has excited in the 
Dominion will bring out the volunteers required for 
the proposed organization in short order. Canada now 
has an active militia of volunteers numbering 38,000, 
and her standing Army, if it may be so termed, num- 
bers 1,021 officers and men. This regular force is 
scattered over a vast territory and is only a mere 
skeleton in form. | 
To organize a Canadian force of 150,000 men would 
require the consent of the Dominion parliament, and 
while this would probably be given, it would in all like- 
be opposed in the Province of Quebec, where 
there is little or no sympathy with the imperial poll- 
cies of the British Government. The French-Cana- 
dians have willingly borne arms in defense of British 
rights in their own land, but they are not imperialists 
at heart. They care little for the great projects of the 
Empire in other parts of the world so long as they 
themselves are left undisturbed and it is a notorious 
fact that they resented the sending of Canadian contin- 
gents to South Africa. The unrest in Quebec is manifest 
in the political agitation for public ownership of public 
utilities, for export duties on the products of mines 
and forests, and in the demand for certain preroga- 
tives now vested in the Dominion Government—and 
this unrest has recently been aggravated by a propo- 
sition now pending in the Provincial legislature which 
provides that the acts of that body shall be subject to 
veto by the imperial authorities of Great Britain. 
Whether, in view of these conditions, Quebec would 
assent to the creation of a large Canadian military es- 
tablishment to be employed, if necessary, in the prose- 
cution of imperial objects beyond the sea, is problemati- 
eal. But it is certain that if Great Britian is re- 
solved upon such an organization, she could have chosen 
no more opportune time to undertake it than the pres- 
cnt, B. a Payee 2 the colonial troops in

A correspondent of the New York Tribune says: 
“Now that reports are again circulating with regard 
to the abdication of King Leopold in favor of his 
nephew, Prince Albert, favorite anecdotes are being 
told over the after-diner cup of coffee among those 
who are in touch with the court circles at Brussels. 
In his younger days, when still Duke of Brabant, King 
Leopold learned one day through the colonel of an in- 
fautry regiment that one of the best officers of that 
corps, Captain.

This officer, whose character was 
above reproach, was sent to the bank to draw a large 
sum of money for the use of the regiment. Through 
some mishap the sum was lost during his return to the 
colonel’s house.

The Duke of Brabant was 
much distressed at the story, and asked to meet the 
officer in question.

The next day 
the colonel sent for the captain and told him the Duke 
of Brabant had made up the lost sum from his own 
purse, and that he had further recommended him to 
the particular attention of the Minister of War.

INQUIRER—Honolulu, H.I., is much larger than it 
appears as viewed from shipboard, but this is due to the 
dense shrubbery that conceals much from signt. The 
public buildings are very attractive, and the private 
residences, with their wide, shaded verandas, their tal! 
palms, vines and parterres of bright-hued flowers are 
beautiful in almost every instance. Nuuanu avenue and 
King street are the principal boulevards. The hotels 
are built of stone, and are commodious, airy and well- 
managed. Honolulu has a population of about 30,00) 
people, many of them being Americans and Europeans, 
and the English language is quite well understood by 
almost all of the residents, as it is the official language 
of the group. Electric lights illuminate the city. Public 
parks are numerous and bands play in them afternoons 
and evenings. There is also a complete telephone sys- 
tem, but, as yet, no cable across the ocean. Almost 
every nation has appointed a diplomatic or consular 
agent to represent it. 

W. H. V.—Par. 157, A. R. of 1901, now in force says: 
“Enlisted men who have served meritoriously twelve 
years or more, continuously or otherwise, will be classi- 
fied as veteran soldiers. If it be for their material bene- 
fit, discharge may be granted them by the Secretary of 
War by way of favor as veterans. A soldier once dis- 
charged as a veteran will not be discharged again by 
way of favor.” If so discharged you can re-enlist the 
day following discharge or whenever you desire pro- 
vided you fulfill all necessary requirements, 


G. A. H.—Wilson’s Zouaves were officially known as 





the 6th regiment of New York Volunteer Infantry. 
were organized by Col. William Wilson, a New York 
poiitician, who got together a miscellaneous cuviiection 
of volunteer fire boys and New xork toughs the 
sprinkling of good men scattered throughout the 
ment. After being subjected to severer disciplme and 
having their colors taken from them, the regiment was 
finally weeded of the worthless material and made an 
excelient record for itself. It was stationed at Fort 
Pickens, Fia., in June, 1862, and the defences of Pen- 
sacola in Soptemnas, 1862, some of the companies taking 
part in local encounters, not always to their credit. In 
a report dated March 25, 1363, Lieut. Col. H. H. Miller, 
Confederate officer, reports that he was at by 
Wuison’s Zouaves and “whipped them easily.’’ December 
31, 1862, the zouaves were reported on duty at t- 
ment of Gulf, Baton Rouge, forming part of D hts 
Brigade of Grover’s division. Grover, under whom they 
fought, reported that the regiment had been very dis- 
orderly, but after the bad officers and men had been 
weeded out it deserved great praise. Previous to this 
one soldier had been executed for attempting the lives 
of two officers whose orders he refused to obey. The 
zouaves were specially mentioned tor admiraple con- 
duct under the command of Col. Michael Cassidy, who 
succeeded Wilson, and their colors were restored to 
them. in April, 1863, they were still on duty in the De- 
partment of the Gulf. They were mustered out in June 
25, 1863, by reason of expiration of term. 

J. S&S. C.—The badge of military mourning is a knot of 
black crape, worn upon the sword hilt for a period of 
30 days. As family mourning officers may wear a 
straight band of crape 5 inches wide around the left 
arm, above the elbow. 

W. H. J.—There is a naval training station at Newport, 
R.L, and enlistments can be made at any of the Navy 
Yards. Apply at the Navy Yard New York, and full 
information will be given you. 

MRS. T. N.—No time has yet been set for the return 
home of the sth U.S. Infantry. As soon a it is the fact 
will be noted in the Army and Navy Journal. 

I. I. N.—The Dick bill for the reorganization of the 
National Guard, is now before Congress, It was printed 
in the Army and Navy Journal some weeks ago. We 
shall duly publish the action taken upon it. 

PRIVATE —Asks is it absolutely impossible for a mar- 
ried enlisted man to take the examination for the grade 
of second lieutenant and be eligible for that appoint- 
ment? Answer: He must be unmarried and under 30 
years of age. . 

T. J. C.—Asks: I was mentioned for gallantry in rescu- 
ing a soldier from drowning Dec, 24, 1900, am I entitled 
to any reward, if so, how can it be obtained. I was in 
the Volunteers and served in the Philippines. Answer: 
From the statement of the case you are not entitled to 
any reward. 

J. S.—Asks: Is a man who re-enlisted at Honolulu, 
H.I., in 189, while his regiment was en route to e 
Philippines, and was discharged at sea (three years 
later) while his regiment was returning to the United 
States, entitled to travel pay to the place of his former 
or last preceding enlistment? Answer: He is entitled to 
travel pay from his place of landing in this cotntry to 
the place of his former enlistment in this country. It 
would be well to submit this case to the War Depart- 
ment. 

OLD SOLDIER—Asks: (1) Will time served during 
Spanish-American War count double for retirement of 
eniisted men whether serving in Cuba or in United 
States, and if so for how long? (2) Is the same law 
viz., allowing 20 per cent. increased pay and double 
time upon retirement still in .effect in Philippine Islands, 
Alaska and Porto Rico? Answer: (1) “Credit shall be 
given the soldier for double time of his actual service in 
Porto Rico, Cuba, or in the Philippine Islands.” Not in 
United States. (2) Yes. 

Cc. H. 8.—As the party you mention is not now in the 
service of the United States the War Department has 
no record of his address. You might write to the Ad- 
jutant General of Ohio. 

J. L. D.—Writes: I was in the Volunteer-service during 
189%, and did not leave the United States. The regiment 
was furloughed for one month at the expiration of 
which I was mustered out of service with it. Am I en- 
titled to one month extra pay, or is the pay for the 
time I was on leave counted as such? Answer: There 
is some doubt about your case but you had better sub- 
mit it to the War Department. 

Cc. C.—Asks if the 9th U.S. Infantry has been ordered 
to the United States? Also, has Co. B been ordered 
home with the regiment and if not how much longer 
must that company remain on duty in China? Answer: 
The entire 9th Infantry has been ordered home and, 
unless the trouble with the Moros assumes serious pro- 
portions, it will start for this country during May. 

L. J. H.—The 21st Infantry goes to Forts Harrison, 
Missoula and Assiniboine in the Dept. of Dakota. 

L. R. C.—You will find the Army reorganization bill 
fully published in the Army and Navy Journal, and you 
can examine our files any time from 9 to 5 o’clock. 

J. W. J.—Asks: Whether a warrant officer in the Navy 
is not subject to court martial for refusal to pay a 
debt”? Answer: Yes. It is a violation of Article 221 of 
the Navy Regulations. 

A. M. S.—Asks if a Naval commander’s widow can 
obtain a pension if he was retired. Answer: She most 
certainly can if she can prove that his death was caused 
by service. The retirement makes no difference. The 
answer previously given was not sufficiently clear. 

INQUIRER—Asks if a mother can obtain a pension 
whose oldest son lost his life in the line of duty, and 
who was contributing to her support. Answer: She can 
do so whether her son contributed entirely or partially 
to her support, if he died in the service or from its effects, 
If she will write to the Commissioner of pensions, asking 
for blanks for “dependent mothers,”’ that will be all 
that is necessary, for they cover everything. If the 
mother, however, is already receiving a pension as a 
widow, she is not entitled to two pensions. In the an- 
swer given last week, the question was not fully stated 
as it should have been. 

A. L. L.—Asks: The purport of H.R. 13206, for the 
appointment of 40 civil engineers, under provisions of 
section 1413, Rev. Statutes; also whether these civil 
engineers can be selected from the assistant engineers 
given in full us we published it in our issue of April 5. 
Sec. 1413, Rev. Statutes, goestite that the President, by 
and with the consent of the Senate, may appoint a 
civil engineer and a naval store-keeper at each of the 
navy yards where such officers may be necessary. The 
purport of the bill seems to be to increase the num- 
ber of civil engineers at navy yards, and we see nothing 
in its provisions to prevent their selection from the 
assistant engineers of the United scates Engineer De- 
partment. 

J. S. A.—Medical officers have the same privileges 
as other officers of like rank. This was defined in Sec. 7, 
Personnel Act, March 3, 1899, which reads: “and provided 
further, that all sections of the revised statutes defining 
rank of officers or position in the Navy contains the 
words ‘the relative rank of’ are hereby amended so as to 
read ‘the rank of,’ but officers whose rank is so defined, 
shall not be entitled by virtue of their rank to command 
in the line of other staff corps. Neither shall this act be 
construed as changing the titles of officers of the staff 
corps of the Navy.” There is no rule covering the wear- 
ing of uniform to social functions, providing the officer 
wear the complete uniform—no part of the uniform may 
be worn with civilian clothing except the overcoat, and 
then without shoulder-straps. It is not good form to 
wear uniform except to such places as you go in a mili- 
tary capacity. Almest any of the military tailoring

THE AMERICAN SOLDIER. 


“The American Soldier,” says Harper’s Weekly,” is 
beginning to come in for some of the appreciation which 
is his due. It has been the misfortune of this individual 
that he has had a vast amount of hard work to do of late 
years in a quiet, unobtrusive sort of way that, without 
attracting much public attention, has, nevertheless, been 
most effective.

Khaki has superseded the re- 
splendent trappings of the soldier of other days and of 
other climes, and in this present generation the only 
relic of the bygone days of pageantry is the drum major, 
and even he, in the presence of the grim and dusty lines 
of brawny men with slouch hats and yellow uniform, 
suggests more of the circus than he ever did before. It 
is an interesting development, and if, as time passes, we 
find that men are willing to enlist for the steady work 
and the steady pay of a guardsman’s life rather than 
for the allurements of person which in older days be- 
came their privilege, we venture to think our armies 
will be the better and the stronger for it.”

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AN AMERICAN LAD IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Among the contents of St. Nicholas for April is the 
following letter from a bright American boy, the son of 
an Army officer, in the Philippines, whose description 
of his surroundings is well worth reading. His powers of 
observation and of picturing the things he sees would 
do credit to a trained correspondent : 


Jolo, Sulu Island, P. I 

Dear St. Nicholas: My father is an Army officer. 
We are stationed here among a very curious people, so I 
thought that your readers would like to know a little 
about their manners and customs. The Island of Sulu 
is in the Sulu Sea, and the town of Jolo is on the sea- 
shore. It has a white wall around it, with loopholes 
in it, and at every corner are block-houses. Before the 
Americans came, these were very necessary, for the 
Moros and the Spaniards were always fighting; but they 
are friendly to us, and we can go all over the island 
without any danger. About half a mile outside the walls 
there are four blockhouses, which, in Spanish days, were 
full of men; but now there are only a few men in each, 
to see that Moros do not steal Government property. 

There are five hundred soldiers in Jolo, about as many 
Chinese, some East Indians, quite a few Filipinos, and 
some Moros; but most of them live in villages outside 
the walls. The houses of Jolo are very funny. The 
lower floor is used as a store, and the second story is 
where the people live. We live above the commissary. 
Our house is nice. The sides are made of sliding shut- 
ters, which can be pushed back so that the house looks 
like a large veranda. Only one house in Jolo has glass 
window-panes ; but some have a milky-white shell which 
lets in a little light, though you cannot see through it. 
The streets are wide and made of white coral sand, 
and along the sides are great cocoanut, mango, and jack- 
fruit trees. The Plaza de Espana is right under our 
windows. There are three parks in Jolo; in one of them 
is a bird-house, in which are many different kinds of 
pigeons and parrots: All the parks are filled with sweet- 
smelling shrubs, among which are jasmine and frangi 
pani. 

The Moros live in huts, built upon piles which often 
extend into the sea quite a distance. ‘he men wear very 
tight trousers, an open jacket, and a_ bright-colored 
turban and sash, in the folds of which they carry a betel- 
nut box made of brass, and thrust through at one sid« 
a big barong or creese, a kind of sword. The women weaf 
loose trousers, a tight jaeket, and a bright-colored sarong 
over all. The Sultan lives at Maibung, about twelve 
miles from here. His name is Hadji Mohamed Jamalul 
Kiram. He has two brothers, one Dato Atec and thé 
other Rajah Mudah, which is a title meaning Unripe 
King. Rajah Mudah will be the next Sultan, as the Sul- 


tan has no children. When the Sultan comes here on 
an official visit, he wears very oe clothes—white broad- 
cloth trousers with a gold stripe at the side, oh black 
broadcloth coat trimmed with gold lace, and a gold belt 
and valuable sword. I saw him once. Pinned on his coat 
were large pearl and diamond ornaments, and on the front 
of his gold-embroidered cap were five diamond stars 
and a big aigret of diamonds, rubies, emeralds. He 
has lots of attendants; one carries an umbrella, another 
his barong, and a third a silver box. 

The Sultana is the Sultan’s mother, and is a very ~ 
portant person. Her name is Inchi Jamela. When she 
comes to Jolo she rides on the shoulders of a Moro, and 
another with a long-handled green umbrella protects 
her from the sun, and her women follow Itisa 
very curious sight to see her and her attendants, with 
their bright and funny clothes, come into Jolo.

CAPTURING A CANNIBAL KING. 


The Philadelphia Press tells the story of Col. Henry 
Clay Cochrane’s success in luring Cakobau, King of 
the Fiji Islands, from his cocoanut home to one of 
Uncle Sam’s warships to explain why he had permitted 
some of his subjects to mob a citizen of Meadville, Pa. 
After much diplomacy the fears of the king were suf- 
ficiently quieted to persuade him to go aboard the ship’s 
launch in company with a missionary who has his con- 
fidence. Colonel Cochrane says: 


“Once the start was effected Cakobau made up his 
mind to go the limit. His conduct was savage dignity 
personified. The way ‘he threw the end of that tapa 
garment around his shoulder, in imitation of the cloak 
of Napoleon, whom he greatly admired, was a caution. 
He was barefooted and bareheaded. We gave him the 
place of honor in the boat—the stern seat. The British 
eepmeneny sat on his right and his two sons on his 
eft. 

“We pushed the launch well away from the cocoa- 
nut pier before the engineer was told to put on steam. 
Following the naval regulations he tested his escape 
valve. ‘The siss—ss—ss of steam made the old King 
jump from his seat. He would have leaped overboard 
to swim ashore but for the restraining hand of the mis- 
sionary. He put his Bible between his knees and 
clasped the seat with both hands. Nothing was said as 
we steamed away over the smooth surface of the bay. 
We youngsters were glad at the success of our mission. 

“The boiler door opened right into the stern pit, 
where we were sitting. The fireman, never thinking of 
his Royal Highness, opened the boiler door to put on 
more coal. The sight of the glowing fire was another 
shock to the King. He said something in an undertone 
to the missionary. I learned afterward what it was. 
He said: 

g ‘You, white men—I might think you were gods; but 
you die.’ 

“When we came in sight of the only i was apparent 
to those on board that we had the King with us, so 
they decided to give him a salute. The puff of smoke 
from the little brass cannon and the reverberations of 
the shot over the bay simply stupefied the King. He 
looked at the missionary and gravely shook his head. 
After that, what could he expect? 

“It took some time to find out about the case of Mr. 
Burt of Meadville, and decide upon the amount of 
damages, which were afterward paid.”

At present the total number of horses in the 
country of all ages, classes and categories runs to about 
thiee millions. When the necessary and inevitable de- 
cuetions are made the whole number fitted for military 
purposes barely amounts to 70,000. 


The Persians have an ordnance factory at Teheran 
under the charge of German officers which turns out ex- 
cellent work. German machinery is used, by means of 
which 200,000 to 500,000 Mauser cartridges may be pro- 
duced daily. Factories are also to be established shortly 
for the manufacture of side arms.
